Paul Allen’s love of football began as a boy 
when his dad would take him to games at Husky 
Stadium. The Seahawks moved to Anaheim in 
1996 and Allen was asked by community lead- 
ers to step in and help keep the Seahawks in 
Seattle. In 1997, Allen purchased the Seahawks 
after a public-private partnership was crafted 
and approved by Washington state voters to a 
build a new stadium, which turned out to be one 
of the loudest in the nation. With the 12s all in, 
the Seahawks transformed that championship 
dream into reality in February 2014, winning 
Super Bowl XLVIII. 

“As an owner who was born and raised here, 
it’s a very special moment and the fulfillment of 
a dream, not just for me, but for everyone on the 
team,” Allen told thousands of cheering fans 
after the Seahawks’ 43-8 Super Bowl victory 
over the Denver Broncos. And just one year 
later, in Super Bowl XLIX, the Seahawks came 
within one play of winning it all again. 

In addition to the Seahawks, Allen owns the 
NBA's Portland Trailblazers and is a minority 
owner of the Seattle Sounders FC. 

Allen established himself as an innovator 
and entrepreneur as a teenager, launching his 
first programming business while still in high 
school. A few years later, as the idea man and 
original technologist behind Microsoft, Allen 
helped pioneer the PC software industry - a 
development that ultimately enabled billions of 
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people to use computers for the first time. 

In the decades since, Allen has used his 
resources to tackle a wide range of challenges, 
and to expand the horizons of human knowl- 
edge. His contributions are focused on some of 
the world’s biggest challenges and toughest 
problems, such as brain and cell research, cli- 
mate change, ocean health, wildlife preserva- 
tion, as well as pandemic preparedness and 
prevention, among others. Allen is also commit- 
ted to his hometown. In March 2017, Allen 
announced his pledge of $30 million for an inno- 
vative, permanent housing and onsite services 
community to help address the Seattle area’s 
homelessness crisis. In recognition of Allen’s 
broad philanthropy, as well as his leadership in 
fighting the 2014 Ebola epidemic in West Africa, 
the Carnegie Corporation awarded him its pres- 
tigious Carnegie Medal of Philanthropy in 2015. 
All told, Allen’s philanthropic contributions 
exceed $2 billion. 

“We live in an age of big challenges,” Allen 
said. “But | choose optimism. With the right 
team, anything is possible.”

VICE-CHAIR OF FIRST & GOAL INC. 


As the Vice-chair of First & Goal Inc. -— the 
company that oversees stadium operations — 
Jody Allen understands the team’s significant 
impact on Seattle —- as a powerful catalyst for 
civic pride as well as an economic engine. The 
potential of this impact led her to help negotiate 
and lead the public-private partnership that built 
CenturyLink Field, now considered one of the 
finest stadiums in the NFL. 

Jody’s interests and leadership extend well 
beyond the football field. As a philanthropist 
with a passion for conservation, she has dedi- 





cated herself to protecting marine life, fighting 
wildlife trafficking and saving Africa’s elephants 
from extinction. She recently launched the Wild 
Lives Foundation, a nonprofit organization dedi- 
cated to wildlife conservation and other philan- 
thropic initiatives. In addition, Jody serves as a 
board member of Sealife Response, Rehabilita- 
tion and Research, an organization dedicated to 
improve the health and welfare of marine wildlife 
in the Pacific Northwest. 

For more than two decades, Jody served as 
CEO of Vulcan Inc. — the company she co- 
founded with her brother Paul G. Allen — and 
led Vulcan Productions, whose award-winning 
videos, digital content and documentaries often 
explore social or environmental issues. She co- 
founded and serves on the board of The Paul G. 
Allen Family Foundation. Jody is also the Presi- 
dent of the Board of MoPOP - Seattle’s critically 
acclaimed museum of popular culture —and the 
Board Chair of the Allen Institute’s Board of 
Directors. 

Jody has a deep love for education and the 
arts and is a member of the Zietz Museum of 
Contemporary Art Africa board. She has also 
served for various periods on the boards of 
directors of ArtsFund, the Theatre Communica- 
tions Group, the University of Washington Foun- 
dation, the Museum of Glass, the Los Angeles 
International Film Festival and the Oregon 
Shakespeare Festival. She continues to oversee 
the Seahawks Charitable Foundation, which 
helps young people grow stronger — physically, 
intellectually, socially and emotionally — by giv- 
ing them more opportunities to participate in 
sports.

Named president of the Seattle Seahawks 
and First & Goal, Inc. on September 23, 2010, 
Peter McLoughlin is responsible for all financial 
and business operations, sales and marketing, 
and administration for the Seahawks. As presi- 
dent of First & Goal, Inc., McLoughlin directs the 
management of CenturyLink Field, CenturyLink 
Field Event Center, First & Goal Hospitality, and 
WaMu Theater. He is the club’s representative at 
NFL owners meetings and also serves on NFL 
committees for Business Ventures, Digital 
Media, Stadium Security and Fan Behavior, 
Super Bowl and Major Events. McLoughlin also 
represents Paul Allen’s ownership interest in the 
Seattle Sounders FC. 

In 2018, McLoughlin was named an “Execu- 
tive of the Year” by Seattle Business Magazine 
for his leadership excellence. 

Since his arrival in Seattle, it has been his 
objective to elevate the team’s profile as a 
national brand, leading to multi-year partnership 
agreements with American Express, American 
Family Insurance, Anheuser-Busch, Boeing, 
CenturyLink, Coca-Cola, Delta Air Lines, Star- 
bucks, Toyota, and Verizon. 

Under McLoughlin’s leadership, the Sea- 
hawks enter the 2018 season with 130-consec- 
utive sellouts and a 97%-plus season ticket 
renewal rate for the fifth-straight year. In addi- 
tion, the Seahawks enjoy a 12,000-seat season 
ticket waiting list. 

The excitement for Seahawks football trans- 
lated to average local TV household ratings of 





38.2 in 2017, a 75% increase since 2011, the 
largest increase in the NFL over that time period. 

The Seahawks have ranked in the top five 
among all NFL teams in merchandise sales each 
of the past five years, including being ranked 
No. 1 in 2013 and 2014. The Seahawks were 
named the 2016 NFL Club Retailer of the Year 
and also ranked No. 1 in the NFL’s “Voice of the 
Fan” Survey in 2013 and 2016 for overall game- 
day experience. 

The goal of creating a fan-friendly environ- 
ment at CenturyLink Field has led to significant 
enhancements in recent years. Since 2011, the 
Seahawks have committed more than $84 mil- 
lion in stadium upgrades, including the creation 
of the Toyota Fan Deck, the addition of 14 pre- 
mium suites and the renovation of the Delta Sky 
360 Club. The team also significantly improved 
the wireless network, added digital video hustle 
boards and installed a high definition LED board 
below the upper bowl to display greater in-game 
content. 

In March 2017, the Seahawks became one 
of four NFL teams to self-operate its food and 
beverage service when McLoughlin spearhead- 
ed the creation of First & Goal Hospitality. The 
stadium’s new food and beverage company 
provides fans with an enhanced variety of food 
offerings and the goal of higher quality of serv- 
ice. FGH manages and operates all general con- 
cessions and premium dining at Seahawks 
games, Sounders FC matches, stadium con- 
certs, and provides catering services for corpo- 
rate events. 

As part of ongoing stadium sustainability 
efforts, First & Goal, Inc. recycled or composted 
96.3% of all facility waste with more than 1,800 
tons of materials diverted from landfill in 2017. 
These efforts helped CenturyLink Field receive a 
“Waste Wise” award from the Environmental 
Protection Agency in 2018 for its waste preven- 
tion and reduction activities. 

With fan safety and stadium security as a 
top priority, McLoughlin launched a program in 
2013 to employ undercover law enforcement 
officers wearing opposing team jerseys on game 
day. In addition to the NFL bag policy and other 
security measures, in 2016, the Seahawks, in 
compliance with NFL policy, added to their 
already comprehensive safety plans with walk- 
through metal detectors in an effort to ease 
access while maintaining a safe environment. 

In 2018, CenturyLink Field received SAFETY 
Act Designation and Certification, the highest 
level of accreditation awarded by the U.S. 
Department of Homeland Security. CenturyLink 
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Field is the fifth NFL stadium and second MLS Anheuser-Busch. From 1998 to 2006, McLough-

John Schneider enters his ninth season as 
General Manager of the Seattle Seahawks, hav- 
ing been named to the position January 19, 
2010. Schneider added the distinction of Exec- 
utive Vice President in 2013. In his role, he man- 
ages all aspects of the Seahawks roster and 
draft process while working collaboratively with 
Pete Carroll in all facets of the football opera- 
tions department. Schneider begins his 26th 
season working in the professional ranks. 

Schneider’s philosophy is one _ primarily 
focused on building through the draft while 
making strategic acquisitions via trade and free 
agency that foster a competitive culture through 
a mix of youthful playmakers and veteran lead- 
ership. He continues to build and maintain a 
younger roster that breeds a sustained winning 
atmosphere. The signs of that philosophy have 
been evident during his first eight years in a 
leading role, advancing to the Divisional Playoffs 
or better six times. He has constructed a team 
that appeared in back-to-back Super Bowls and 
won Super Bowl XLVIII, the first NFL title in fran- 
chise history. The 2013 championship was won 
with the youngest 53-man roster to ever win a 
Super Bowl. He was named Sports Ililustrated’s 
Executive of the Year for 2012 after the Sea- 
hawks made the playoffs and just missed play- 
ing for the NFC Championship. 

Schneider has continued to turn the roster 
over since 2010, totaling more than 1,800 trans- 
actions through the end of the 2017 season, 
helping to cultivate depth on one of the NFL’s 
most talented rosters. 

He has shown a willingness and creativity 


to acquire extra draft picks and young talent via 
trade and free agency. Presented with two of the 
top 14 picks in the 2010 NFL Draft, he was able 
to acquire what many considered the best tack- 
le prospect in two-time Pro Bowler Russell 
Okung and a starting free safety with the selec- 
tion of the three-time, first-team All Pro Earl 
Thomas. 

Without a Pro Bowl selection on the roster 
from 2009-10, Schneider’s roster has seen 18 
different players selected from 2011-17: 
Thomas (6), Russell Wilson (5), Kam Chancellor 
(4), Marshawn Lynch (4), Richard Sherman (4), 
Bobby Wagner (4), Michael Bennett (8), Doug 
Baldwin (2), Jimmy Graham (2), Okung (2), Max 
Unger (2), Cliff Avril, Duane Brown, Brandon 
Browner, Tyler Lockett, Michael Robinson, Leon 
Washington and K.J. Wright. His roster has also 
included 12 first-team All Pro selections since 
2012. All of these players, except Unger, were 
added via draft, trade and free agency after 
Schneider took over. 

Schneider serves as the chair of the Col- 
lege Relations Committee, and is also on the 
GM Advisory Committee and the CEC Working 
Group. He’s also a member of National Football 
Scouting, Inc. board of directors. 

Before joining the Seahawks, Schneider 
produced eight successful seasons with the 
Green Bay Packers. Originally joining the Pack- 
ers March 1, 2002, as a personnel analyst to the 
general manager, he was promoted in May of 
2008 to director of football operations. In his 
role, Schneider served as strategic counsel to 
General Manager Ted Thompson, addressing 
and evaluating the needs of the team in both 
free agency and in the draft while incorporating 
long-range planning processes that examined 
the Packers’ roster, as well as the rosters of all 
NFL teams. 

Before rejoining the Packers in 2002, he 
spent three seasons with the Kansas City Chiefs 
(1997-99), one year with the Seahawks (2000) 
and a year with the Washington Redskins (2001) 
as vice president of player personnel. 

Schneider, a native of De Pere, Wis., first 
learned the tools of his trade with the Packers, 
beginning as an intern during the summer of 
1992 under then-Executive Vice President/Gen- 
eral Manager Ron Wolf. After graduating from 
the University of St. Thomas in St. Paul, Minn., 
Schneider returned to Green Bay, serving as pro 
personnel assistant for four years (1993-96) and 
played an integral role in the signing of several 
free agents who would help make up the team 
that won Super Bowl XXXI in New Orleans. 

Schneider moved on to the Kansas City 
Chiefs in 1997 as director of pro personnel. It 
was in Kansas City that Schneider first worked 
with Marty Schottenheimer, whom he would 
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later join in Washington. With the Chiefs, 
Schneider oversaw the scouting of all players 
with pro playing experience, including NFL 
Europe and the CFL, as well as the NFL. He also 
conducted advance scouting of all Kansas City 
opponents and was responsible for free agent 
acquisition. 

In 2000, he subsequently signed on as 
director of player personnel for the Seahawks, 
joining Thompson and Mike Holmgren, with 
whom he had worked in Green Bay. 

Schneider joined Schottenheimer with the 
Redskins in 2001 as vice president of player per- 
sonnel, overseeing all aspects of the player per- 
sonnel department, including college scouting, 
the college draft, pro scouting, free agency and 
day-to-day player personnel evaluations and 
operations. His duties included assembling and 
managing Washington’s scouting staff, a 
process which involved the hiring of 15 person- 
nel staff members and implementation of a new 
scouting system. In his role, Schneider advised 
Schottenheimer on all personnel matters. 
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In 2012, John and his wife Traci launched 
“Ben’s Fund” in partnership with Families for 
Effective Autism Treatment (FEAT) of Washing- 
ton. Named after their oldest son, “Ben’s Fund” 
provides grants to families in order to help cover 
costs associated with medical bills, therapies 
and numerous other aspects of supporting a 
child, or children, on the autism spectrum. With 
the support of team and community, they have 
partnered to raise more than $3.5 million for 
“Ben’s Fund” in seven years. 

He also serves on the board of directors for 
InitiativeOne, a transformative leadership organ- 
ization. 

Schneider earned a degree in history and 
also studied education at St. Thomas, playing 
football for one year before a shoulder injury cut 
short his career. 

Born May 25, 1971, Schneider attended De 
Pere’s Abbot Pennings High School and finished 
as one of the school’s all-time leading rushers. 
He and Traci have two sons, Ben, 15, and Jack,

Chuck Arnold is in his 
25th season with the 
organization. Arnold is 
responsible for increas- 
ing revenue across Cor- 
porate Partnerships, 
Ticketing, Suites, and 
Retail, while overseeing 
the management of 
Marketing, Game En- 
tertainment, Communi- 
ty Engagement, Fan 
Engagement, and Sta- 
dium Sales and Operations. 

Throughout his time with the Seahawks, the 
team has set franchise records for new season 
tickets sold, overall season ticket base, average 
attendance and group sales. The Seahawks have 
averaged more than 98-percent in season ticket 
renewals over the last five seasons, including 99- 
percent four of the last five years. Entering the 
2018 season, the team has sold out 130 consec- 
utive games, has 12,000 members on the team’s 
Blue Pride season ticket wait list and more than 
69,000 on the Blue Pride notification list. 

During his time as COO, the Seahawks cor- 
porate partnership team has posted a 41% 
increase in revenue from 2013-17. The club has 
sold out suites since 2013 in addition to seeing a 
72% increase in revenue. 

CenturyLink Field continues to be one of the 
toughest places for opposing teams to play and 
has one of the best in-stadium fan experiences in 
the NFL because of the crowd energy level and 
overall gameday fan experience. The team has 
ranked No. 4 or higher in the NFL Voice of the Fan 
study four of the last five seasons, including a No. 
1 overall ranking in 2013 and 2016. Beyond Sea- 
hawks game days, CenturyLink Field remains 
among the top three busiest stadiums in the NFL 
with more 175 events with more than 2.5 million 
annual visitors. 

In March of 2017, Arnold was part of the 
leadership team that created First & Goal Hospi- 
tality (FGH), a new food and beverage company 
that manages and operates all general conces- 
sions and premium dining at Seahawks games, 
Sounders FC matches, stadium concerts, as well 
as provides catering services for corporate 
events. With the introduction of FGH, the Sea- 
hawks became just the fourth NFL franchise to 
self-operate food and beverage services, and are 
better positioned to continue to improve this key 
component of the gameday fan experience. 

The Seahawks brand continues to be one of 
the strongest in professional sports, both locally 
and nationally, holding a Top 5 NFL ranking in 
broadcast ratings, web visitors and social 
engagement. Arnold has played a crucial role in 
retail achievements, leading the team of Seattle 
Officials that collaborated with Nike in the suc- 
cessful redesign of the team’s new _ uniform, 








which debuted in 2012. The club opened its 
fourth permanent Pro Shop location in 2015. The 
Seahawks have ranked in the top five among all 
NFL teams in merchandise sales each of the past 
five seasons, including being ranked No. 1 in 
2013 and 2014. 

Arnold also played a key role in the launch of 
the Sounders FC Major League Soccer franchise, 
leading the sales efforts that lead to 22,000 sea- 
son tickets being sold in the club’s inaugural sea- 
son of 2009, and setting MLS and Open Cup 
sales and attendance records during the 2009 
through 2013 seasons, before the Sounders 
began managing the club’s business operations 
independently in April of 2014. 

Arnold began his professional career as an 
intern in the Seahawks public relations depart- 
ment before joining the team’s ticket sales 
department as an account executive from 1994- 
96. He was promoted to director of ticket opera- 
tions from 1997-2000, before adding the title of 
director of ticket sales and service from 2001-09 
and becoming vice president of sales & market- 
ing from 2010-13. 

Arnold was also instrumental in the efforts to 
build grassroots support for the construction of 
CenturyLink Field. He was then responsible for 
coordinating the relocation efforts from the King- 
dome to Husky Stadium to CenturyLink Field. He 
was among the Puget Sound Business Journal’s 
40 Under 40 recipients in 2010 and was named 
Ticket Executive of the Year by Major League 
Soccer in 2009 and 2010. Arnold earned a 
degree in Sports Management from Washington 
State University.

In 2009 with the Trojans, 
as Director of Football Operations, he coordinat- 
ed all of the team’s daily operations, managed 
the year-round football calendar, coordinated all 
travel logistics for home and away games, 
directed USC football camps and clinics, and 
served as liaison for the football department 
within the athletic department. In his six seasons 
with the Raiders, Capurro spent five seasons 
(2004-08) as the assistant to the head coach 
where he coordinated all the day-to-day opera- 
tions, and spent his first season (2003) as a 
coaches assistant. During that span, he worked 
for Bill Callahan, Norv Turner, Art Shell, Lane Kif- 
fin and Tom Cable. Prior to that, Capurro was a 
football operations intern for the Raiders for five 
years (1998-2002).

He lettered in 
football and baseball at St. Vincent High School 
in Petaluma (Calif.)

Named head coach on January 11, 2010, 
Pete Carroll became the eighth head coach in 
Seahawks history after one of the most success- 
ful runs in USC history in the college ranks. He 
brings 24 years of NFL experience and 19 years 
of collegiate experience to Seattle. 

Carroll’s overall head coaching record is 
112-79-1 in the regular season and 10-7 in the 
postseason in his 12 years of NFL head coach- 
ing. In 2016, he became the 39th head coach in 
NFL history with 100 wins in the regular season. 

In his eight seasons as head coach in 
Seattle, Carroll and General Manager John 
Schneider constructed the best teams in 
Seahawks history over the past six seasons with 
a combined 65-30-1 record, back-to-back Super 
Bowl appearances in 2013-14, posted 10-plus 
wins in five consecutive seasons (2012-16) for 
the first time in franchise history and won four 
NFC West Division titles. 

Seattle has advanced to the divisional 
round in six of Carroll’s eight seasons as coach, 
winning two NFC Championships and one Super 
Bowl, while claiming the No. 1 seed in the NFC 
twice, and third time in franchise history (2005 
under Mike Holmgren, 2013-14). 

Seattle led the NFL in scoring defense for 
four-consecutive seasons from 2012-15, be- 
coming the first defense in the Super Bowl era to 
accomplish the feat. Cleveland led the league in 
scoring defense for a record five-straight sea- 
sons from 1953-57 in 12-game seasons. 

Carroll continues to grow the team through 
his strong philosophy of preaching competition 
and taking care of the football. 

Helping that cause, 26 of 30 draft choices 
since 2016 remain with the team to build a 
strong foundation of continuity, joining All-Pros 
S Kam Chancellor, RS Tyler Lockett, S Earl 
Thomas, LB Bobby Wagner, five-time Pro Bowl 
QB Russell Wilson and Pro Bowlers WR Doug 
Baldwin, T Duane Brown and LB K.J. Wright. 

Seattle concluded the 2017 season with a 
9-7 record and a second-place finish in the NFC 
West. Despite injuries on the defensive side of 
the ball to DE Cliff Avril, Chancellor, CB Richard 
Sherman and missing its top-two running backs 
in Chris Carson and C.J. Prosise, Seattle entered 
the final-quarter of the season with an 8-4 record 
and remained in the hunt for an NFC West title 
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and a shot at winning 10 games for the sixth- 
consecutive season. 

The Seahawks won their 10th division title 
in franchise history in 2016 with a 10-5-1 record. 
Seattle’s defense finished in the top-5 for the 
fifth-consecutive season, an impressive feat dur- 
ing an era of unprecedented scoring and 
yardage numbers in NFL history. 

Seattle’s NFL-record streak of not losing by 
more than 10 points in 85 regular season games 
(95 games including playoffs) ended at Green 
Bay (12/11/16), and its NFL-record streak of 88 
regular season games (98 games including play- 
offs) where it has led or been within one score in 
the fourth quarter came to an end at Tampa Bay 
(11/27/16). 

After beginning the 2015 season 0-2, 2-4 
and 4-5, the Seahawks became the 22nd team 
with a losing record after nine games to advance 
to the postseason, winning six of their last seven 
games to post a 10-6 record and finishing in the 
top-10 in defense for a franchise-record fifth- 
consecutive season (2011-15). Seattle defeated 
the Vikings in Minnesota in the Wild Card round 
but dropped a 31-24 decision at Carolina in the 
divisional round. 

Seattle’s defense finished 2015 ranked sec- 
ond (291.8 ypg) while the offense ranked fourth 
in the NFL (378.6 ypg), setting the franchise- 
record with 6,058 yards. It was the fourth time in 
franchise history, first since 2005, with a top-five 
offense. 

The team won its ninth division title in club 
history in 2014, third under Carroll, after winning 
the NFC West with a 12-4 record. Seattle fell to 
New England, 28-24, in Super Bowl XLIX in 
Glendale, Ariz., in a season that saw it begin 3-3 
but finish the season with a 9-1 record and the 
No. 1 seed in the NFC for the second consecu- 
tive season. 

The Seahawks also became the fourth team 
in NFL history to lead the league in fewest points 
and yards allowed in back-to-back seasons 
(2013-14), and first since the 1985-86 Chicago 
Bears. The Seahawks led the league in defense 
for the second straight year while the offense 
had the No. 1-ranked rushing attack with a fran- 
chise-record 2,762 yards and ranked in the top- 
10 in offense (ninth overall) for the first time since 
the 2007 season. 


Carroll led Seattle to its first Super Bowl title 
in franchise history with a 48-8 victory over the 
Denver Broncos in Super Bowl XLVIII in New 
York/New Jersey on February 2, 2014, after a 
franchise-best 13-3 regular season record, and 
joined Jimmy Johnson and Barry Switzer as the 
only coaches to win a college football national 
title and a Super Bowl in their career. 

Carroll and Schneider constructed one of 
the best defenses in the last 12 years at the time, 
leading them to the NFL title. The Seahawks 
defense ranked first overall in the NFL in total 
defense (273.6 ypg), passing defense (172.0 
ypg), points allowed (14.4 ppg), takeaways (39), 
interceptions (28), turnover differential (+20) and 
opponent quarterback rating (63.4). 

The youngest Super Bowl-winning roster in 
NFL history (26 years, 162 days) was led by sec- 
ond-year QB Russell Wilson, who became the 
third-youngest quarterback to win the title game 
(25 years, 65 days). 

In 2012, Carroll led Seattle to the NFC 
Divisional Playoff posting the fourth-best record 
in franchise history (11-5). Seattle won its first 
postseason road game since 1983 with a Wild 
Card Game victory at Washington. 

One of the youngest teams in the NFL to 
end the season for the second-consecutive year 
(second overall, third-youngest defensive 
starters, fourth-youngest offensive starters), 
Seattle started 4-4 but went on to finish the sea- 
son 7-1 led by rookie Wilson and the league’s 
fourth-ranked defense, that also led the league 
allowing 245 points (15.3 ppg). 

Carroll’s 2011 squad also ranked as one of 
the youngest in the NFL; beginning the season 
with the second-youngest roster in Week 1, 
once-having the third-youngest offensive line 
during the season and ending the year with the 
second-youngest starting defensive unit in the 
league. 

He saw his 2011 defense improve weekly, 
ending the season ranked ninth in the league in 
total defense, just the sixth time Seattle had 
boasted a top-10 defense and first since 1997. 
His offense switched gears from a quick-strike, 
no-huddle group to a grind-it-out ground game 
led by RB Marshawn Lynch over the last-half of 
the season. That offensive mentality helped 
Seattle rank fifth in the NFL with 1,212 rush 
yards over the last nine games of the season. 

Always competing, the Seahawks jumped 
out to a 4-2 record to begin the 2010 season and 
parlayed that in to the club’s fifth NFC West title 
in the past Seven seasons, punctuating the sea- 
son with a 41-36 victory over the defending 
Super Bowl Champion New Orleans Saints at 
CenturyLink Field in the Wild Card Game. 

Carroll returned to the NFL after spending 
nine years (2001-09) as head coach at USC, 
where he won seven consecutive Pac-10 titles 
(2002-08), two national championships (2003- 
04) and led the Trojans to a 97-19 record. He 
reached a bowl in each of his nine seasons and 
won seven. His 88 victories from 2001 to 2008 


tied Bob Pruett of Marshall for most by a Division 
| coach in their first eight seasons since 1900 
(Penn’s George Woodruff - 102). He reached 50 
career USC wins faster than any head coach in 
Trojans history. From 2002-08, his teams 
appeared in an NCAA-record seven consecutive 
BCS bowls, recorded at least 11 victories seven 
times (an NCAA record) and finished ranked in 
the AP Top 4. USC was the AP's No. 1 team for 
a national-record 33 straight polls (including two 
preseason polls) and was ranked in the AP Top 
10 for a school-record 63 consecutive games. 
His teams were ranked in the AP Top 25 for 102 
consecutive games, a school record. In 2009, he 
was named Coach of the Decade by Lindy's. 
Also under Carroll, USC was the first school 
to have three Heisman Trophy winners in a four- 
year span (Carson Palmer, Matt Leinart, Reggie 
Bush). He also coached winners of the Walter 
Camp, Chuck Bednarik, Johnny Unitas, Doak 
Walker and John Mackey Awards. Carroll pro- 
duced 34 All-American first-teamers and 53 NFL 
draft picks (including 14 first-rounders, with a 
No. 1 selection in Carson Palmer and a No. 2 in 
Reggie Bush). His USC program had the nation's

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most draftees in 2006, 2008 and 2009. 

USC posted a 12-1 record in 2008 and 
advanced to its fourth-consecutive Rose Bowl, 
defeating Penn State, 38-24, to become the first 
team to win three straight Rose Bowls. In the 
polls, the Trojans finished ranked second by 
USA Today and third by AP. USC finished first in 
scoring defense (9.8 ppg, its finest in 41 years), 
surrendering just 14 touchdowns in 2008. 

In 2007, USC went 11-2 and finished sec- 
ond in the USA Today poll and third in the AP 
poll, for its sixth AP Top 4 ranking in a row. Its 
49-17 win over Illinois in the Rose Bowl equaled 
the most points ever in the bowl game. Five play- 
ers were named All-American first-teamers. 

USC posted an 11-2 mark in 2006, finished 
No. 4 in the final polls and shared the Pac-10 title 
at 7-2 to capture an unprecedented fifth straight 
conference crown. Five Trojans were AIll- 
American first teamers and Carroll was named 
the 2006 Pac-10 Coach of the Year (for the third 
time). 

His Trojans held AP's No. 1 ranking for the 
entire regular season in 2005. USC went 12-1 
overall to advance to the BCS Championship 
Game in the Rose Bowl. The Trojans, who fin- 
ished second in both polls, boasted a school- 
record six All-American first-teamers, including 
Heisman Trophy-winning tailback Reggie Bush. 
He was the 2005 Pac-10 Co-Coach of the Year, 
as well as the American Football Coaches 
Association Division I-A Region 5 Coach of the 
Year. 

In 2004, he guided No. 1-ranked USC to its 
second consecutive national championship with 
a convincing win over Oklahoma in the BCS 
Championship Game in the Orange Bowl. USC 
became only the second team ever to hold its AP 
preseason No. 1 ranking all the way through a 
season. It was only the 10th time that a team 
won back-to-back AP crowns. His team was 13- 
0 (a school-record for wins) and went 8-0 in the 
Pac-10. A school-record six Trojans were named 
All-American first teamers. 

The Trojans won the AP national champi- 
onship, its first national crown since 1978, and 
entered the Rose Bowl also ranked No. 1 in the 
USA Today/ESPN poll, in 2003. USC was 12-1 
overall and finished the season ranked second. 
USC's 534 points was a Pac-10 record. Five 
Trojans were first-team All-Americans. For this, 
Carroll was named the 2003 American Football 
Coaches Association Division I-A Coach of the 
Year, Home Depot National Coach of the Year, 
Maxwell Club College Coach of the Year, 
ESPN.com National Coach of the Year, Pigskin 
Club of Washington D.C. Coach of the Year and 
All-American Football Foundation Frank Leahy 
Co-Coach of the Year. He also was the Pac-10 
Co-Coach of the Year. 

In 2002, USC posted its first 11-win season 
since 1979 and its highest ranking (No. 4) since 
1988. Heisman Trophy-winning quarterback 
Carson Palmer and safety Troy Polamalu were 
first team All-Americans. 
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Carroll was named USC’s head football 
coach on December 15, 2000, and in his first 
season, led the Trojans to the Las Vegas Bowl 
and a 6-6 record. 

He began his NFL career as defensive 
backs coach for Buffalo (1984) and Minnesota 
(1985-89) before becoming the N.Y. Jets defen- 
sive coordinator (1990-93) and head coach 
(1994). He spent two years as San Francisco’s 
defensive coordinator (1995-96), leading the 
league in total defense in 1995, before leading 
New England to a 27-21 record and two playoff 
appearances as head coach (1997-99). 

Carroll spent the 2000 season as a consult- 
ant for pro and college teams, doing charitable 
work for the NFL and writing a column on pro 
football for CNNSI.com. 

He began his coaching career at the colle- 
giate level, serving as a graduate assistant at his 
alma mater, Pacific, for three years (1974-76), 
working with the wide receivers and secondary. 
He then spent a season as a graduate assistant 
working with the secondary at Arkansas (1977) 
under Lou Holtz as the Razorbacks won the 
1978 Orange Bowl, and then a season each as 
an assistant in charge of the secondary at lowa 
State (1978) and at Ohio State (1979). He next 
spent three seasons (1980-82) as the defensive 
coordinator and secondary coach at North 
Carolina State, before returning to Pacific in 
1983 as the assistant head coach and offensive 
coordinator. 

Carroll was a two-time (1971-72) All-Pacific 
Coast Conference free safety at Pacific and 
earned his bachelor's degree in 1973 in business 
administration. He received his secondary 
teaching credential and a master's degree in 
physical education from Pacific in 1976. He was 
inducted into the Pacific Athletic Hall of Fame in 
1995. 

He was a three-sport (football, basketball 
and baseball) standout at Redwood High in 
Larkspur, Calif., earning the school's Athlete of 
the Year award as a senior. He played quarter- 
back, wide receiver and defensive back. He was 
inducted into the inaugural Redwood High 
Athletic Hall of Fame in 2009. He then played 
football at Marin Junior College in Kentfield, 
Calif., from 1969-70 before transferring to 
Pacific. 

In 2003, he helped develop “A Better L.A.,” 
a non-profit group consisting of a consortium of 
local agencies and organizations working to 
reduce gang violence by empowering change in 
individuals and communities. In the spring of 
2009, he received the Crystal Heart Award from 
the USC School of Social Work for his involve- 
ment with “A Better L.A.,” and the Pete Carroll 
Scholarship was established for students pursu- 
ing graduate study in the school. He received the 
Courageous Leadership Award from Women 
Against Gun Violence in 2005. In the fall of 2008, 
he helped organize “L.A. LivePeace 08,” a march 
and rally at the Coliseum to promote gang inter- 
vention and non-violence in Los Angeles. He has

The day-long 
event filled KeyArena with more than 15,000 high 
school students and included celebrity speakers 
and performers including Magic Johnson, Martin 
Luther King Ill, Macklemore, Jennifer Hudson, 
Martin Sheen and more. The one-of-a-kind 
event, which has been in eight Canadian cities 
since 2008, has expanded to six U.S. cities and 
in to England, returns annually to Seattle. 


Carroll is also the co-founder of Compete to 
Create, formerly WinForever, a consulting firm 
and digital platform dedicated to helping people 
be their best. The firm works with a limited port- 
folio of Fortune 500 companies and leaders to 
develop culture and guide individuals through 
high performance mindset training and coach- 
ing. 

Carroll was born on September 15 in San 
Francisco. He and his wife, Glena, who played 
volleyball at Pacific, have three children, sons 
Brennan, married to Amber, who played tight 
end at Delaware and Pittsburgh, Nate, married to 
Anna, and daughter Jaime, married to Mike, who 
played on the Women of Troy's volleyball team 
that competed in the 2000 NCAA Final Four. The 
couple also has six grandchildren.

Hired on January 16, 2018, Ken Norton, Jr. 
enters his ninth season in the NFL coaching 
ranks after retiring from the league in 2000, after 
13 years as one of the premiere linebackers in 
the game. He re-joins Seattle after serving as its 
linebackers coach for five seasons (2010-14) and 
three as the defensive coordinator for the 
Oakland Raiders (2015-17). 

In 2016, Norton, Jr. led a defense that helped 
the Raiders post 12 wins and return to the post- 
season for the first time since 2002. The defensive 
unit produced the AP Defensive Player of the Year 
in DE Khalil Mack and two Pro Bowlers (Mack and 
S Reggie Nelson). Oakland ranked second in the 
NFL with 30 turnovers, posting 16 interceptions 
and 14 fumble recoveries. In crunch time, the 
Raiders allowed only three points inside the 
game’s final three minutes, the fewest in the NFL. 
Mack’s eight-game sack streak during the regular 
season tied an NFL record, and he came away 
with a sack-fumble in three consecutive games 
during that stretch. Mack’s season earned him 
numerous individual accolades, including his sec- 
ond Pro Bowl nod, two AFC Defensive Player of 
the Week honors and the AFC Defensive Player of 
the Month for November. The defense also 
received solid contributions at all levels, including 
Nelson (team-leading five interceptions), LB Bruce 
Irvin (Seven sacks and six forced fumbles) and LB 
Malcolm Smith (team-leading 115 tackles). 

In 2014, Norton, Jr. helped the Seahawks 
win the NFC title for the second straight year and 
to an appearance in Super Bowl XLIX. Seattle’s 
defense finished the year as the league’s top- 
ranked defense by a large margin, surrendering 
only 267.1 yards per game (Detroit was second 
at 300.9 ypg). Norton, Jr.’s linebacking corps led 
the way, as LBs K.J. Wright and Bobby Wagner 
led the team in tackles with 107 and 104, 
respectively. Wagner became just the sixth play- 
er in franchise history to record three straight 
seasons of at least 100 tackles. Wagner was also 
selected to his first Pro Bowl in 2014. 

He earned his fourth Super Bowl ring (first 
as coach) in 2013 as Seattle defeated Denver, 
43-8, in Super Bowl XLVIII. Wagner again led the 
way with a team-high 119 tackles (71 solo) 
despite missing two games (ankle). He became 
just the third player in franchise history (Terry 
Beeson, Lofa Tatupu) to begin his Seattle career 
with back-to-back 100-tackle seasons. Wagner 


led the team with 10 tackles (five solo) in the 
Super Bowl and tied (Kam Chancellor) for the 
team-lead in postseason tackles with 34 (17 
solo). 

Norton, Jr.’s corps boasted the Super Bowl 
XLVII| MVP in Malcolm Smith. Smith tallied nine 
tackles (five solo), returned an interception 69 
yards for a touchdown and a 22-0 lead in the 
second quarter and picked up one fumble recov- 
ery in the 35-point win, the third-largest winning 
margin in Super Bowl history. 

In his first two seasons, Norton, Jr. helped 
David Hawthorne to his third-consecutive 100- 
tackle season, becoming the fifth player in 
Seahawks history to accomplish that feat. He 
also oversaw the development of 2011 fourth- 
round pick K.J. Wright in a starting role begin- 
ning Week 3 of the season with Wright finishing 
fifth on the team with 61 tackles (46 solo) and 2.0 
sacks in only 12 games started. Wright followed 
that with a stellar sophomore season with a 
career-high 96 tackles (66 solo) in 2012. 

In 2012, Norton saw another rookie emerge 
in second-round draft choice Bobby Wagner. 
Under his guidance, the defensive signal-caller 
finished second in the AP Defensive Rookie of 
the Year voting after recording 140 tackles (86 
solo), ranking first in Seattle history in tackles 
among rookies (2nd NFL among rookies, 7th 
overall). He also led all rookie linebackers (T4th 
NFL among all rookies) with three interceptions. 

Norton, Jr. spent six seasons coaching line- 
backers for USC from 2004-09, and defeated 
Oklahoma to win the 2004 national champi- 
onship. In 2009, he added the title of assistant 
head coach of the defense. He spent his first 
year at USC as a graduate assistant (helping 
with the linebackers) after joining the Trojans 
staff in February of 2004. 

His linebacking corps at USC is a Who’s 
Who of drafted NFL linebackers; Brian Cushing, 
Jarvis Jones, Clay Matthews and Keith Rivers 
(first-round), Rey Maualuga and Lofa Tatupu 
(second-round), Kaluka Maiava (fourth-round) 
and Super Bow! MVP Smith (seventh-round) are 
among the standouts that Norton coached and 
recruited to USC. 

In 2008, Maualuga was named first-team 
All-American, Pac-10 Defensive Player of the 
Year, made his third consecutive All-Pac-10 first 
team and was USC’s first-ever winner of the 
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Bednarik Award. He also was a finalist for the 
Lombardi, Butkus and Nagurski Awards. Fellow 
linebacker Cushing was also a Butkus Award 
finalist and won All-Pac-10 first-team honors. 
Following the season, Cushing was an NEL first- 
round pick, as was Super Bowl XLV winner 
Matthews. 

In 2007, Rivers was an All-American first 
teamer and was a first-round NFL draft pick fol- 
lowing the season, while linebacker Thomas 
Williams was a fifth-round NFL selection. In 2006 
and 2007, Rivers and Maualuga made the All- 
Pac-10 first team. Linebackers Dallas Sartz (fifth 
round) and Oscar Lua (seventh round) were 
selected in the 2007 NFL Draft. 

In 2004, linebackers Tatupu and Matt 
Grootegoed were named All-American first 
teamers (Grootegoed also was a Butkus Award 
finalist and Tatupu was Seattle’s second-round 
pick). 

Norton, Jr. spent 13 years playing in the 
NFL, first with the Dallas Cowboys for six sea- 
sons (1988-93) and then seven years with the 
San Francisco 49ers (1994-2000). The All-Pro 
and Pro Bowl selection is the only player in his- 
tory to play on three consecutive Super Bowl- 
winning teams (the Cowboys in 1992 and 1993 
and the 49ers in 1994). He is one of 22 people in 
NFL history to win a Super Bowl as both a player 
and coach. 

He was coached by the legendary Tom 
Landry in 1988 while his Dallas teammates 
included Ed “Too Tall” Jones, Randy White and 
Herschel Walker. Other Hall of Fame teammates 
include: Troy Aikman, Charles Haley, Michael 
Irvin, Terrell Owens, Jerry Rice, Emmitt Smith 
and Steve Young. 

After retiring from the NFL, he was a radio 
and television commentator and analyst, includ- 
ing appearances on the NFL Network, where he 
was an original host with Rich Eisen and Seth

Joyner. He also served as the defensive coordi- 
nator at Hamilton High in Los Angeles in 2003. 

He was the Cowboys second-round NFL 
draft pick in 1988 after earning All-American 
honors at UCLA in 1987. He lettered four sea- 
sons (1984-87) with the Bruins and was a finalist 
for the 1987 Butkus Award. He earned his bach- 
elor’s degree in sociology from UCLA in 1998. 

Born on September 29, 1966, he and his 
wife, Angela, have three children, daughters 
Brittney and Sabrina, and son Ken Ill. 

His late father is the former world heavy- 
weight boxing champion and played football and 
basketball at Northeast Missouri State. Norton 
Sr. broke Muhammad Ali’s jaw on March 31, 
1973 at the San Diego Sports Arena in a match 
that Norton was victorious. 

Norton Jr. also has three brothers, Keith, 
Kenejon and Brandon, and one sister, Kenisha.

Named offensive coordinator on January 
16, 2018, Brian Schottenheimer enters his first 
season leading Seattle’s offense after spending 
two seasons (2016-17) as the Indianapolis Colts 
quarterbacks coach. He has 21 years of coach- 
ing experience, including 18 seasons in the NFL. 

He inherits a Seahawks ground game that 
ranks second in the NFL since 2011 with 14,773 
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yards and QB Russell Wilson who is the NFL’s 
winningest quarterback to begin a career with 65 
victories. Wilson also ranks third in NFL history 
with 161 touchdown passes in his first six sea- 
sons. 

In his first season with Indianapolis, 
Schottenheimer led quarterbacks Andrew Luck, 
Scott Tolzien and Stephen Morris. He helped 


Luck establish a single-season career-high in 
completion percentage (63.5) and finished the 
season ranked eighth in passing yards (4,240), 
fifth in passing touchdowns (81) and ninth in 
passer rating (96.4). He also registered five 300- 
yard passing games. 

Schottenheimer served as the offensive 
coordinator/quarterbacks coach at the 
University of Georgia in 2015. The Bulldogs 
totaled 4,904 yards of offense. QB Greyson 
Lambert set the NCAA, SEC and Bulldog record 
for highest single-game completion percentage 
(min. 20 comp.) after finishing 24-of-25 (96.0%) 
for 330 yards and three touchdowns vs. South 
Carolina. Running back Nick Chubb totaled 747 
rushing yards in six games before suffering a 
season-ending injury. Chubb’s total included a 
streak of five consecutive 100-yard games to 
start the season. 

Prior to his return to the collegiate ranks, 
Schottenheimer spent three seasons as the 
offensive coordinator for the St. Louis Rams 
(2012-14). In 2013, St. Louis scored 27 or more 
points on six different occasions matching the 
Rams total from 2009-2012. The Rams tallied 38 
touchdowns in 2013 which was the most in a 
single season for the franchise since 2006 when 
they reached the end zone 39 times. Under 
Schottenheimer, running back Zac Stacy rushed 
for 973 yards, the third-most rushing yards in 
franchise history by a rookie, while Jared Cook 
set the Rams single-season record for receiving 
yards by a tight end (671). 

In Schottenheimer’s first season with St. 
Louis, the Rams logged a 6.6 points per game 
average increase from the previous season with 
QB Sam Bradford setting career highs in passing 
yards (3,702), touchdown passes (21) and pass- 
er rating (82.5). He also led an offense that 
allowed 20 fewer sacks than it did the season 
prior and saw RB Steven Jackson record his 
eighth-consecutive 1,000-yard season. 

Schottenheimer came to the Rams having 
spent six seasons in the same capacity with the 
New York Jets (2006-2011). During his time in 
New York, he assembled an offense that helped 
the Jets earn back-to-back appearances in the 
AFC Championship Game. 

In 2011, the Jets led the NFL in red zone 
percentage as they scored touchdowns on 36 of 
their 55 opportunities (65.5%). In 2010, New 
York had the NFL’s fourth-best rushing offense 
and finished 11th in total yards. During the 2009 
season, the Jets became just the third team 
since 2001 to average more than 170 rushing 
yards per game when they averaged 172.3 while 
also finishing in the top 10 in the NFL in points 
per game. 

In 2008, the Jets recorded 405 points, 
marking just the third time in franchise history 
that they reached the 400-point plateau. Led by 
Brett Favre and a strong rushing attack featuring 
Pro Bowl RB Thomas Jones and Leon 
Washington, the Jets tallied 42 offensive touch- 
downs, the most in a decade. Jones led the AFC 
with 1,312 rushing yards and broke the Jets sin- 


gle-season record with 13 rushing touchdowns 
while Washington added 448 yards and six 
scores. 

In 2007, Jones eclipsed the 1,000-yard 
mark for the third consecutive season and his 
first under Schottenheimer as a member of the 
Jets. In his first season with New York, he helped 
the Jets accomplish a quick turnaround earning 
a 10-6 record after finishing 4-12 the season 
before. Schottenheimer also helped quarterback 
Chad Pennington win NFL Comeback Player of 
the Year honors from The Associated Press and 
the PFW/PFWA in 2006. 

Schottenheimer joined the Jets in 2006 after 
spending four seasons in San Diego as the quar- 
terbacks coach (2002-2005). In 2004, Drew 
Brees earned Pro Bowl honors for the first time 
in his career after throwing 27 touchdown pass- 
es and finishing third in the NFL in passer rating. 
Schottenheimer oversaw the growth of Philip 
Rivers, who worked with Schottenheimer as 
Brees’ understudy during Rivers’ first two years 
in the NEL. 

Prior to San Diego, Schottenheimer worked 
for his father, Marty, in Washington and Kansas 
City. He was an offensive assistant with the 
Chiefs in 1998 and was the quarterbacks coach 
during his lone season with the Redskins in 
2001. In between those two stops, he moved to 
the collegiate level, overseeing the tight ends at 
Southern California in 2000 and wide receivers at 
Syracuse in 1999. 

Schottenheimer got his start as an offensive

In high school, he led Blue Valley High 
School in Stilwell, Kan. to the 1991 Kansas 5A 
state football championship as a senior while 
earning all-state first-team and All-America hon- 
orable mention honors. Born on October 16, 
1973, Schottenheimer and his wife, Gemmi, 
have a son, Sutton, and a daughter, Savannah.

Named to Seattle’s coaching staff on 
February 4, 2010, Dave Canales entered the NFL 
after one season as USC’s offensive administra- 
tive assistant in 2009. 

Canales enters his first season as quarter- 
backs coach for the Seahawks after spending 
the last three seasons as the team’s wide 
receivers coach (2015-2017). 

In Canales’ eight years with the Seahawks, he 
has played a variety of instrumental roles in help- 
ing the team to six playoff appearances. He 
served as assistant quarterbacks coach for two 
years, during the Super Bowl XLVIII champi- 
onship season and the 2014 NFC Championship 
season. He was the quality control/offense 
coach the previous three years working with 
wide receivers and quarterbacks (2010-2012). 

At USC in 2009, he was an assistant strength 
coach, video assistant and worked with quarter- 
backs, during a year that the Trojans won the 
Emerald Bowl. 

He came to USC from El Camino (Calif.)

After nine years as USC’s head strength and 
conditioning coach, Chris Carlisle joined Seattle 
in the same capacity on February 4, 2010. 

Carlisle oversees the Super Bowl XLVIII 
champion’s weight room and the overall physical 
development of the team, helping its movement 
be efficient as possible. 

He was named the 2006 National Collegiate 
Strength and Conditioning Coach of the Year by 
the Professional Football Strength and 
Conditioning Coaches Society. 

USC played in the 2001 Las Vegas Bowl, 
2003 Orange Bowl, 2004 Rose Bowl, 2005 
Orange Bowl (BCS Championship Game), 2006 
Rose Bowl (BCS Championship Game), 2007 
Rose Bowl, 2008 Rose Bowl, 2009 Rose Bowl 
and 2009 Emerald Bowl during his tenure. 

He came to USC from the University of 
Tennessee, where he was the associate head 
strength and conditioning coach for three years 
(1998-2000). The Volunteers football team won 
the 1998 BCS Championship Game and 
Southeastern Conference championship. 

While coaching at Tennessee, Carlisle 
learned he had Hodgkin’s Disease in December 
of 2000 and began radiation treatments. He was 
hired by USC in February of 2001, kept his ill- 
ness a secret except to Trojans Head Coach 
Pete Carroll, continued treatments in Tennessee 
and at USC/Norris Comprehensive Cancer 
Center and Hospital, then doctors told him in the 
summer of 2001 that the cancer was in remis- 
sion. He informed the USC players of his ordeal 
at the start of fall 2001 camp. He was one of 17 
nominees for the 2003 Most Courageous Award 
presented by the Football Writers Association of 
America and was one of 11 nominees for the 
2005 award. 

Carlisle began his career as the head football 
coach and strength coach at Dodge (Neb.) High 


in 1985. He then spent six seasons (1986-91) as 
an offensive line coach and strength coach at 
Blytheville (Ark.) High. He next was a strength 
and conditioning graduate assistant coach at 
Arkansas for two years (1992-93) before becom- 
ing the head football coach and strength coach 
at Subiaco (Ark.) Academy, a college prep 
school, for four seasons (1993-96). He spent 
1997 as an offensive line coach and strength 
coach at Trinity Valley Community College in 
Athens, Texas, winning the NJCAA national 
championship that season. 

After playing offensive line at North lowa Area 
Community College in Mason City, lowa, in 
1980, he was a three-year (1981-83) starting 
offensive lineman at Chadron (Neb.) State 
College, earning all-area honors. 

He earned his bachelor’s degree in education 
from Chadron State in 1985 and a master’s 
degree in history from Arkansas in 1997. 

Carlisle prepped at Mason City (lowa) High, 
where he starred in football. Born on August 7, 
1962, he and his wife, Louon, have one son,

Named to the Seahawks staff on July 26, 
2010, Nate Carroll moved in to the coaching 
ranks in 2011 after soending the 2010 season as 
a personnel assistant in the scouting depart- 
ment. 
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With Dave Canales assuming quarterback 
coaching duties this year, Carroll leads the wide 
receivers room after being an assistant for the 
previous four seasons. 

Last season, Doug Baldwin led the team for 


the fourth-consecutive season in catches and 
yards, with 75 receptions for 991 yards while 
adding eight touchdowns. He was also named to 
the Pro Bowl for the second year in a row. 

Baldwin earned his first Pro Bowl appearance 
in 2016 after tying the franchise record with a 
career-high 94 receptions along with a career- 
high 1,128 yards, becoming the fifth player in 
franchise history to record back-to-back 1,000- 
yard seasons. 

In 2015, Seattle’s receivers helped Russell 
Wilson lead the NFL with a 110.1 rating. Baldwin 
became Seattle’s first 1,000-yard receiver since 
Bobby Engram in 2007 and led the NFL with 14 
touchdown receptions, also a franchise-record. 
Jermaine Kearse recorded career-highs in 
receptions, yards and touchdowns while Tyler 
Lockett’s 51 receptions tied Baldwin for the fifth- 
most in franchise history by a rookie. 

Carroll moved in to a new role in 2013 as an 
offensive assistant, working alongside wide 
receivers coach Kippy Brown during Seattle’s 
Super Bowl-XLVIIl winning season. Brown’s 
group helped Wilson become the first quarter- 
back in NFL history with a 100-plus passer rating 
in each of his first two seasons (2012-13). 

In his first two seasons on the Seahawks 


coaching staff as a defensive assistant, Carroll’s 
primary responsibilities included video study of 
opponents, self-scouting, playbook production 
and assisting several coaches and defensive 
coordinator Gus Bradley. 

A graduate of USC, he earned his degree in 
psychology in 2010. Carroll was a three-sport 
star at Peninsula High in Palos Verdes, Calif., 
earning Athlete of the Year honors in 2006, pass- 
ing on playing college football to attend USC.

Hired by the Seahawks on March 25, 2015, 
Curtis joins his fourth NFL team after spending 
three seasons (2012-14) with the New Orleans 
Saints as assistant secondary coach. 

In 2017, S Earl Thomas returned from a broken 
leg suffered in 2016 and was named All-Pro for 
the fifth time and a Pro Bowler for the sixth time in 
his career after recording 88 tackles (56 solo) and 
two interceptions, returning one for a touchdown. 
With Thomas’ return, the group lost S Kam 
Chancellor (neck) and CB Richard Sherman 
(Achilles) for a majority of the season but saw the 
emergence of rookie CB Shaquill Griffin, who 
became a 10-game starter at right corner. 

Sherman earned his fourth Pro Bowl nod with 
a team-leading four interceptions in 2016. He has 
32 in his career and ranks fourth in franchise his- 
tory, tied with Hall of Famer Kenny Easley. 

In his first season with Seattle in 2015, the 
Seahawks secondary boasted three Pro Bowlers 
in Chancellor, Sherman and Thomas for the third- 


consecutive season as they helped Seattle rank 
second in total defense (291.8 ypg) and second in 
pass defense (210.3 ypg) in the NFL. 

In New Orleans, Curtis worked with S Kenny 
Vaccaro and CB Keenan Lewis. Vaccaro was a 
PFWA All-Rookie selection as he led the second- 
ary with 93 tackles while Lewis led the team with 
a career-high four interceptions in 2013. 

Curtis was a defensive quality control coach 
for the N.Y. Giants from 2006-08 and the defen- 
sive backs/safeties coach for the St. Louis Rams 
from 2009-11 before joining the Saints. In 2011, 
the Rams finished seventh in the NFL in pass 
defense (206.7 ypg). 

Prior to the NFL, he coached defensive ends 
at Georgia Southern (2004-05) and linebackers at

While on the VMI staff, Curtis worked in the

Hired on February 27, 2018, Jethro Franklin 
brings 27 years of coaching experience to the 
Seahawks, including 11 years of NFL experience 
with Green Bay, Tampa Bay, Houston and 
Oakland. 

Franklin re-joins defensive coordinator Ken 
Norton, Jr. in Seattle after spending the last 
three seasons (2015-17) as the Oakland Raiders 
defensive line coach. 

In 2016, Franklin guided a defensive line 
that saw DE Khalil Mack become the first Raider 
since 1980 to win the AP Defensive Player of the 
Year Award. His eight-game sack streak during 
the regular season tied an NFL record, and he 
came away with a sack-fumble in three consec- 
utive games during that stretch. Mack’s season 
earned him numerous individual accolades, 
including his second Pro Bowl nod, two AFC 
Defensive Player of the Week honors and the 
AFC Defensive Player of the Month for 
November. Mack also became the first player 
since 2009 to record an interception, sack, 
forced fumble, fumble recovery and touchdown 
in the same game in Week 12 vs. Carolina. His 
year was capped with the PFWA Defensive 
Player of the Year Award and his second first- 
team All-Pro selection. 

Franklin also welcomed free agent acquisi- 
tion LB Bruce Irvin into the rotation, as the fifth- 
year pro started all 16 games for the first time in 
his career, and tied a franchise record with a 
career-high six forced fumbles. Mack and Irvin 
became one of the most dominant duos across 
the league, combining for 18 sacks and 11 
forced fumbles. Their 11 forced fumbles were 
the most between two players on any team in 
2016. 

In 2015, Franklin’s line was led by Mack, 
who enjoyed a breakout sophomore season. 
Mack started all 16 games, totaled 79 tackles 
(58), two forced fumbles and four passes 
defensed on the year, earning him his first Pro 
Bowl nod. Mack also became the first player in 
NFL history to earn first-team All-Pro selections 
at two positions, defensive end and linebacker. 
He finished second in the league with 15 sacks, 
including a four-game stretch where he posted 
10 sacks. 

Prior to coaching the Silver and Black, 


Franklin spent 2011-14 as the Miami Hurricanes 
defensive line coach. In 2014, Franklin’s unit 
helped the Hurricanes move from 89th in FBS 
total defense the previous season to 14th (329.6 
yards per game). Franklin also helped the devel- 
opment of 2012 third-round draft pick DE Olivier 
Vernon as he totaled 81 tackles (51) and nine 
sacks in his collegiate career. 

Prior to Miami, Franklin spent 2010 at 
Temple where he _ tutored standout DE 
Muhammad Wilkerson, who was taken in the 
first round of the 2011 NFL Draft by the New 
York Jets. In his only season at Temple, 
Franklin’s line helped lead the Owls to an 8-4 
record, including 5-3 in MAC games. Under his 
direction, both Wilkerson and DL Elisha Joseph 
garnered All-MAC First-Team honors. 

Franklin coached the defensive line at USC 
in 2009, helping the Trojans to a victory in the 
Emerald Bowl. Before his second coaching stint 
at USC, Franklin spent three seasons coaching 
defensive line units in the NFL. He spent the 
2007-08 seasons with the Houston Texans 
where DE Mario Williams set the Texans single- 
season sack record and made the 2008 Pro 
Bowl. Franklin spent the 2006 season with the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers. 

Franklin first coached the defensive line at 
USC in 2005. In 2005, DEs Lawrence Jackson 
(first round, Seattle) and Frostee Rucker were 
All-Pac-10 first-teamers, while DT Sedrick Ellis 
(first round, New Orleans), Rucker (third round, 
Cincinnati) and DT LaJuan Ramsay (sixth round, 
Philadelphia) were NFL draft picks. 

He went to USC after spending five seasons 
(2000-04) coaching the defensive line for the 
Green Bay Packers and tutoring DE Kabeer 
Gbaja-Biamila, a Green Bay Packer Hall of 
Famer and the franchise’s all-time sacks leader. 
Under Franklin’s tutelage, Gbaja-Biamila led the 
NFC in sacks (2004), was named to a Pro Bowl 
(2003) and received the Ed Block Courage 
Award (2002).

Hired on March 16, 2017, Clint Hurtt joins 
Seattle after two years as the Chicago Bears out- 
side linebackers coach (2015-16) and one year as 
the Bears assistant defensive line coach (2014).

Michael Bennett (8.5) and DE Frank Clark (9.0) for

Hired on February 27, 2018, Larry Izzo begins 
his first season on the Seahawks staff after 
spending the last seven seasons as an NFL coach 
following a 14-year playing career. 

In 1zzo's first season with Houston in 2016, K 
Nick Novak turned in one of the best seasons in 
franchise history. Novak tied for second in the 
NFL with 35 field goals made, which marked his 
career high and the most in a single season in 
Texans history. He connected on 16 consecutive 
field goals from Weeks 11-16, which tied for sec- 
ond in franchise history. Rookie WR Will Fuller V 
earned AFC Special Teams Player of the Week 
honors after taking his first-career punt return 67 
yards for a touchdown in a win over Tennessee. 

Izzo joined the Texans after spending five sea- 
sons (2011-15) as the assistant special teams 


coach with the New York Giants, where he was a 
part of the team’s Super Bowl XLVI victory in 
2011. In 2015, the Giants finished second in the 
Dallas Morning News’ annual comprehensive 
ranking of the league’s special teams. The unit 
ranked fifth in opponent kickoff return average 
(20.3) and tied for first in field goal percentage 
(93.8). New York was also seventh in the NFL in 
punt return average (10.2) and 10th in kickoff 
return average (24.9). The Giants’ kickoff team 
allowed an average return of just 18.3 yards in 
2014, which ranked second in the NFL. 

In 2012, the special teams made significant 
contributions to the Giants’ winning season and 
finished seventh in the Dallas Morning News’ 
annual ranking. The Giants led the NFL with five 
special teams takeaways and their average drive 
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start following a kickoff was at the 25.2-yard line, 
which led the NFL. The Giants also averaged 26.2 
yards per kickoff return, which placed them sev- 
enth in the NFL. 

In 2011, Izzo’s first season with the Giants, he 
won his fourth Super Bowl ring and first as a 
coach. He also helped develop a group of rookies 
who quickly became outstanding special teams 
players, including Mark Herzlich, Spencer 
Paysinger, Tyler Sash and Jacquian Williams. 

In his 14-year NFL career (1996-2009), Izzo 
played for three teams, including the Miami 
Dolphins (1996-2000), New England Patriots 
(2001-08) and New York Jets (2009). He was a 
three-time Super Bowl champion with New 
England (2001, 2003 and 2004) and a three-time 
Pro Bowler (2000, 2002 and 2004). He was also 
credited with 275 special teams tackles in 200 
regular season games and 23 more in 21 post- 
season games. Izzo never played on a team with 
a losing record and his teams participated in the 
playoffs nine times, reaching five AFC 
Championship Games and four Super Bowls. His 
teammates selected him as a special teams cap- 
tain nine times, including eight with the Patriots. 

Izzo, who is considered one of the best special 
teams players in NFL history, began his career in 
1996 as an undrafted free agent with the Miami 
Dolphins. He made such a rapid and positive 
impact that in the preseason, Head Coach Jimmy 


Johnson said only two players were guaranteed 
to make the team — future Hall of Fame QB Dan 
Marino and Izzo. 

Izzo, who is from Fort Belvoir, Va., was a four- 
year letterman and three-year starter at Rice 
University, where he played linebacker and fin- 
ished fourth in school history with 301 tackles, 
including a record 46 for losses. As a senior cap- 
tain, he had 121 tackles and was named a con- 
sensus first-team All-Southwest Conference 
selection. He graduated in 2002 with a degree in 
business. 

In 2005, Izzo and Warrick Dunn participated in 
a USO tour to visit troops stationed overseas. 
They began their trip at Bagram Air Base in 
Afghanistan, where they helped open the Pat 
Tillman USO Center, then spent time with troops 
in Baghdad, Kuwait and Qatar. 

Born on September 26, 1974, he and his wife, 
Mara, have one son, Boston.

also served as an offensive assistant (1999-2002) 
and defensive assistant (1998). 

Last season, Jimmy Graham enjoyed another 
Pro Bowl year and re-wrote franchise records by 
a tight end in club history. It was Graham’s fifth 
trip to the annual all-star game after hauling in 10 
touchdown receptions, the second-most in the 
NFL and the most among tight ends in franchise 
history in a single-season. With 57 receptions for 
520 yards and 10 touchdowns, those totals 
helped Graham become the franchise’s all-time 
leader by a tight end in catches (170), yards 
(2,048) and touchdowns (18).

In 2016, McPherson helped Graham return 
from a torn patellar tendon and turn in a Pro Bowl 
season as he ranked second on the team with 65 
receptions for 923 yards with six touchdowns. 

Graham joined McPherson’s group in 2015 
but saw his season cut short after 11 games and 
48 receptions for 605 yards and two touchdowns. 

In their Super Bowl XLVIII winning season, 
Zach Miller and Luke Willson combined for 53 
receptions for 659 and six touchdowns, with a 
career-high tying five coming from Miller. 

In 2012, Miller and Anthony McCoy each had 
three touchdowns while Miller hauled in 38 pass- 
es for 396 yards and McCoy had career-highs in 
catches (18), yards (291) and touchdowns. 

In Denver, McPherson’s promotion to quarter- 
backs coach in 2003 coincided with the Broncos 
signing of Jake Plummer. Plummer’s 39-15 regu- 
lar-season record (.722) from 2003-06 with 


McPherson as his position coach marked the 
fourth-best winning percentage among all NFL 
signal callers. In addition, Plummer concluded his 
career with Denver as its all-time leader in passer 
rating (84.3). 

In 2004, Plummer set a Broncos single-season 
record for passing yards (4,089) while tying the 
team’s record for most touchdown passes (27) in 
a season and directing the AFC’s No. 3 pass 
offense (249.9 ypg). Additionally, the signal-caller 
posted 499 passing yards against the Falcons 
(10/31/04) for the highest single-game total in 
franchise history. 

Plummer took his game to new levels under 
McPherson in 2005, leading Denver to a 13-3 
record, an AFC West title and a berth in the AFC 
Championship Game while throwing for 3,366 
yards. 

McPherson in 2006 helped ease rookie quar- 
terback Jay Cutler’s transition into the NFL as the 
first-round draft choice started Denver’s final five 
games and made league history in the process. 
Cutler became the first rookie in NFL history and 
one of only two players in league annals to throw 
at least two touchdown passes in each of his first 
four games. 

McPherson was hired by the Broncos follow- 
ing a four-year coaching stint at his high school 
alma mater, Bellarmine College Prep in San Jose, 
Calif. In addition to football, his duties included 
teaching English, algebra and physical fitness at 
the school. 

During his tenure at Bellarmine, the football 
team compiled a record of 35-11, won three con- 
secutive league titles and made one section 
championship appearance. He also gained valu- 
able coaching experience volunteering with the 
San Francisco 49ers in 1996, serving in a defen- 
sive quality control capacity. 

McPherson holds a bachelor’s degree in 
English and an MBA from Santa Clara, where he 
captained the football team and was voted Most 
Inspirational Player as an inside linebacker during 


his senior season of 1992. He began his collegiate 
career in 1987 at UCLA, where he received the 
Charles Pike Award, which recognizes the 
school’s outstanding freshman football player. 
McPherson signed with the 49ers as a rookie free 
agent in 1993. 

His father, Bill McPherson, coached in the NFL 
for 21 years and worked as a personnel consult- 
ant for the San Francisco 49ers before retiring in 
February 2005. 

McPherson was an all-state and All-America 
inside linebacker at Bellarmine College Prep and 
earned Scholar-Athlete of the Year honors as a 
senior. In April 2004, McPherson was inducted 
into Bellarmine’s Athletic Hall of Fame. 

McPherson worked with the National Multiple 
Sclerosis Society in Santa Clara, Calif., in 1994, 
organizing and implementing the chapter’s 
largest fund-raising event, the 1994 MS Walk. 

He was born on April 15, 1969, in Santa Clara, 
Calif. and has two sons, Jackson and Grayson.

Hired on March 17, 2014, as assistant special 
teams coach, Morton joined the Seahawks after 
spending four seasons in the same role with the 
Green Bay Packers. In 2015, he began work with 
the running backs, and took charge of the running 
backs room in 2017. 

Morton’s group returns promising second- 


year back Chris Carson, whose rookie season 
was cut short due to a broken leg after four 
games, Mike Davis, who started the final six 
games of the season, speedy threat J.D. McKissic 
and C.J. Prosise, who looks to return from injuries 
suffered his first two seasons to carve out a role 
in the backfield. Seattle also added the nation’s 
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leading rusher in the draft, Rashaad Penny, with 
the 27th overall pick. 

In 2015, Morton helped the emergence of 
rookie Tyler Lockett become a first-team AP AIll- 
Pro as a return specialist. Lockett became the 
second player in NFL history (Hall of Famer Gale 
Sayers) to return a punt and kickoff for touch- 
downs and have five receiving touchdowns in a 
single-season. Lockett returned a kickoff 105 
yards for a franchise-record and his 1,915 com- 
bined yards are the fourth-most in a season in 
franchise history, and his 139 punt return yards at 
Arizona set the club record. 

Morton’s contributions in Green Bay affected 
various aspects of the return game, where 
Randall Cobb was named a first alternate for the 
Pro Bowl as a kick returner in 2013. Cobb 
became the first player in NFL history to have 
900-plus kickoff return yards (964) and receiving 
yards (954) in the same season. 

Cobb was also named a Pro Bowl alternate 
and to the Pro Football Weekly/PFWA All-Rookie 
team for his efforts as the team’s primary returner 
in 2011. Cobb finished with 34 kickoff returns for 
941 yards and a touchdown, and finished the sea- 
son ranked second in the NFL (first among rook- 
ies) with a 27.7 average. 

A seven-year NFL veteran as a player, Morton 
was a running back and kick/punt returner who 
began his career with New Orleans in 2000 as a 
fifth-round draft pick. Serving primarily as a 
returner as a pro, Morton tallied 5,401 career kick- 
off-return yards and three kick-return scores, as 
well as 1,431 career punt-return yards and one 
score, in 93 career games. He was selected as a 
Pro Bowl alternate as a returner in 2002 and 2005. 

He is the only player in NFL history to return a 
kickoff for a touchdown in regulation and over- 
time in the same game (at Buffalo, 9/8/02) and 


joins Chicago’s Dave Williams (at Detroit, 
11/27/80) as the only players in NFL history to 
return a kickoff for a touchdown in overtime. In 
2000 with the Saints, Morton tied the NFL single- 
game playoff record with 13 receptions against 
the Minnesota Vikings. 

Morton was an All-Pac-10 selection at 
Southern California, where he served as the 
team’s primary running back his final two sea- 
sons. He led the team with 1,141 yards and 15 
touchdowns on 262 carries as a senior, and he 
ranks 11th on the Trojans’ all-time rushing list with 
2,011 career yards. He graduated from USC with 
a degree in sociology. 

Born on April 4, 1977, in Torrance, Calif., 
Morton attended South High School, where he 
played running back and also ran track. His older 
brother, Johnnie, played wide receiver for 12 sea- 
sons (1994-2005) in the NFL, including eight with 
the Detroit Lions. 

Morton and his wife, Tamra, have two sons, 
Avery and Aiden, and two daughters, Alexis and 
Ariella.

Hired to assist the offensive line on September 
6, 2010, Pat Ruel begins his ninth season in 
Seattle. He joined the Seahawks after coaching 
five seasons (2005-09) at USC in the same capac- 
ity. 

The Seahawks 14,773 rushing yards since 
2011 rank second in the NFL and Seattle’s rush 
offense finished in the top-five for the fourth-con- 
secutive season in 2015, ranking third with 141.8 
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yards per game. 

Seattle was the no. 1-ranked rushing attack in 
the NFL during Seattle’s run to Super Bowl XLIX 
with a franchise record 2,762 yards on the ground 
and it set the franchise-record for rushing yards in 
a single-game with 350 vs. the N.Y. Giants. 

The Seahawks once again ranked in the top- 
five in rushing in 2013, averaging 136.8 ypg to 
rank fourth in the NFL during their Super Bowl 


XLVIII championship season. 

Seattle’s 2012 line was led by first-team All- 
Pro and Pro Bowl C Max Unger and Pro Bowl LT 
Russell Okung. Seattle’s rushing attack ranked 
third in the NFL with 2,579 yards led by first-team 
All-Pro and Pro Bowl RB Marshawn Lynch. Lynch 
set career-highs in carries (815), yards (1,590, 3rd 
NFL), average gain (5.0, 4th NFL) and most yards 
from scrimmage (1,786, 4th NFL). He also set the 
franchise’s highest yards per carry average 
(11.64, 11 for 128) vs. Arizona. 

Assisting Tom Cable in 2011, Seattle’s line 
once ranked as the third-youngest in the NFL, but 
with injuries to rookie RT James Carpenter and 
RG John Moffitt, and second-year tackle Okung, 
the Seahawks line finished as the seventh- 
youngest in the league. Despite that, the line 
plugged away and maintained a solid unit as 
Seattle’s line paved the way for Lynch’s 285 car- 
ries, 1,204 yards and 12 rushing touchdowns. 
Lynch also led the league the last-half of the sea- 
son with 941 yards and nine touchdowns, rushing 
for 100+ in six of the last nine games and became 
Seattle’s first 1,000-yard rusher since Shaun 
Alexander (2005). 

At the college level in 2008, Ruel was picked 
as one of the country's top 25 recruiters by 
Rivals.com. 

In 2007, offensive tackle Sam Baker was 
named an All-American first teamer for the third 
consecutive year (third Trojan to do so), offensive 
guard Chilo Rachal made the All-Pac-10 first 
team and center Kristofer O'Dowd was a fresh- 
man All-American first teamer. Baker was a first- 
round NFL draft pick following the 2007 season, 
while Rachal was a second rounder. 

In 2006, center Ryan Kalil was an All-American 
first-team pick and a second-round pick in the 
2007 NFL draft. 

In 2005, Baker and offensive guard Deuce 
Lutui were All-American first teamers and Kalil 


was on the All-Pac-10 first team. Lutui and offen- 
sive tackle Winston Justice were second-round 
picks in the 2006 NFL draft, while offensive guard 
Fred Matua was a seventh rounder. 

Ruel spent the 2004 season as an offensive 
line assistant with the New York Giants after 
spending the previous four seasons with Buffalo 
(2003), Green Bay (2001-02) and Detroit (2000). 
The Packers advanced to the playoffs both sea- 
sons. 

Prior to that, Ruel worked on the college level 
for the first 26 years of his career. His coaching 
career began in 1973 as a graduate assistant at 
his alma mater, Miami. He was promoted to a full- 
time assistant handling the offensive line for the 
Hurricanes for the following three seasons (1974- 
76). 

In 1977, he became the assistant offensive line 
coach at Arkansas (Pete Carroll was a member of 
that Razorbacks staff) before spending four sea- 
sons (1978-81) at Washington State (first two sea- 
sons as the offensive line coach before adding 
offensive coordinator duties for his final two sea- 
sons). 

Ruel was the offensive coordinator and offen- 
sive line coach at Texas A&M for the next three 
years (1982-84), before carrying that role (along 
with assistant head coach) to Northern Illinois 
(1985-87). 

Ruel served at Kansas from 1988-96, with the 
first three seasons as the offensive coordinator 
and offensive line coach, then adding assistant 
head coach to his title the final years. The 
Jayhawks played in the 1992 and 1995 Aloha 
Bowls. 

After spending 1997 in private business, Ruel 
coached at Michigan State for two years (1998- 
99), the first year as the offensive line coach and 
then adding assistant head coach duties in the 
second season. The Spartans played in the 2000 
Florida Citrus Bowl.

Named to his current position on February 4, 
2010, Brian Schneider returned to the NFL after 
one year at USC. 

Since 2010, his special teams units rank third 
in the NFL in touchdowns/safeties scored (14), 
rank fifth in takeaways (17), and third in blocked 
kicks (19). 

His teams have scored at least once in seven 
of the last eight seasons. 

Kickoff returner Tyler Lockett was named to 
the AP All-Pro second-team in 2017, his third All- 
Pro selection of his career, helped by his 99-yard 
kickoff return for a touchdown vs. Arizona, the 
second kickoff-return touchdown of his career. P 
Jon Ryan set the club record for consecutive 
games played at 159 and is the franchise leader 
in every major punting category in his 10 seasons 
played. 

Lockett was named a second-team AP All-Pro 
in 2016 and K Steven Hauschka departed Seattle 
as its all-time leader in field goals made with 175 
and left the club with the third-highest field goal 
percentage in NFL history (87.2). 

In 2015, Schneider coached rookie Lockett to 
a first-team AP All-Pro season as a return special- 
ist. Lockett became the second player in NFL his- 
tory (Hall of Famer Gale Sayers) to return a punt 
and kickoff for touchdowns and have five receiv- 
ing touchdowns in a single-season. Lockett 
returned a kickoff 105 yards for a franchise- 
record and his 1,915 combined yards are the 
fourth-most in a season in franchise history, and 
his 139 punt return yards at Arizona set the club 
record. 

Hauschka recorded his fifth-straight 100-point 
season and was second in the NFL with a .938 
conversion rate, while also posting a streak of 19- 
consecutive made field goals (third-longest in 
franchise history). 

In 2014, Hauschka tied the franchise record 
converting a 58-yard field goal at Carolina. Ryan 
was named the Special Teams Player of the 
Month for September after averaging 48.3 yards 
per punt with a 43.3 net avg. and landing seven of 
his 12 punts inside the 20. 

Seattle’s special teams showcased its strong 
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coverage units and reliable kicking game during 
2013’s Super Bowl XLVIII championship season. 

Hauschka had a career-year converting 33 of 
35 field goals (Seahawks single-season record 
.943) for a club-record 143 kicker points. He also 
converted 22 consecutive field goals, the second- 
longest streak in franchise history. Seattle’s punt 
coverage unit allowed only 25 yards through the 
first 15 games, on track to set the NFL record for 
a 16-game season, but came up just shy of that 
record, settling for 82 return yards and second 
place. Special teams played a major role in the 
Super Bowl. Missing the majority of the season, 
Percy Harvin returned and took the second-half 
opening kick 87 yards for a touchdown and a 29- 
0 lead to propel Seattle to the title. 

In 2012, Seattle’s special teams unit excelled 
in all phases and set records in the process. 
Schneider’s unit scored on a blocked punt, kickoff 
return, muffed punt and blocked field goal during 
the season. The blocked field goal vs. San 
Francisco was returned 90 yards, the third- 
longest field goal block return in NFL history. Kick 
returner Leon Washington led the NFC (2nd NFL)

with a 29.0 kickoff return average and tied the 
NFL record with his eighth-career kickoff return 
for a touchdown coming at Miami. Ryan set the 
franchise mark with a 40.8 net average and 
became just the third punter in NFL history to 
average 60-plus yards per punt in a single game 
(4 for 240 vs. New England). Hauschka also set a 
franchise mark making at least one field goal in 14 
consecutive games (2011-12). 

Schneider’s kickers were again a strong unit in 
2011. Ryan continued his consistent play, break- 
ing his own club record for highest punting aver- 
age in a season (46.6) and leading the NFL with a 
career-high 34 punts landing inside the 20, tying 
for the second-most in Seattle history. Working 
with a new kicker in Hauschka, he converted 25 
of 30 field goals on the season, tied the franchise 
mark and set a career-high with five made field 
goals vs. Baltimore and holds the club mark for 
longest field goal attempt (61). 

In his first season, Seattle’s special teams 
were one of the top units in the NFL. Schneider’s 
schemes helped Washington become a second- 
team AP All-Pro kick returner and helped the 
team to rank third in the NFL with an average 
drive start at the 30.2 yard line. The Seahawks 
also excelled in kick coverage, as they ranked fifth 
in the NFL with opponents starting at their own 
24.6 yard line. 

Washington tied for the league-lead with three 
kickoff return touchdowns and became the first 
player in NFL history to return three kickoffs for 
touchdowns in two different seasons (2007). He 
became the 10th player in NFL history to return 
two kickoffs for touchdowns in a single game. 
Those two returns, 101 and 99 yards, helped him 
become the third player in NFL history with two 
touchdowns of 99-plus yards in the same game. 

His individual kickers won Special Teams 


Player of the Week awards with Olindo Mare 
earning Week 7 honors after connecting on a 
Seahawks-record five field goals vs. Arizona. 
Mare also set a Seahawks record with 30 consec- 
utive made field goals that also tied for the sixth- 
longest streak in NFL history. Ryan had 27 punts 
inside the 20 and his 27:1 inside the 20 to touch- 
back ratio led the NFL. 

Schneider coached special teams in Oakland 
for two seasons (2007-08). In both seasons, 
Shane Lechler led the NFL in punting and was 
named to the Pro Bowl. 

In 2006, he handled special teams and tight 
ends at lowa State. He then moved briefly to the 
Air Force Academy in early 2007 before being 
hired by the Raiders that season. 

He moved to UCLA for three seasons (2003- 
05), working with the linebackers and safeties in 
addition to the special teams. Maurice Jones- 
Drew led the nation in punt returns in 2005. 

Schneider began his coaching career as a 
graduate assistant at his alma mater, Colorado 
State, for three years (1994-96), working with the 
special teams and defense. He then was promot- 
ed as a full-time assistant for the next six seasons 
(1997-2002), as the special teams coordinator 
and coaching the tight ends. 

He was a four-year (1990-93) letter-winning 
linebacker at Colorado State, starting three sea- 
sons and earning All-Conference first-team hon- 
ors as a senior in 1993. He earned his bachelor’s 
degree in social science from Colorado State in 
1994. 

Schneider starred in football, basketball and 
track at Pomona High in Arvada, Colo. 

He was born on May 16, 1971. Schneider and 
his wife, Kelli, have a daughter, Jaden, and three 
sons, Jace, Joby, and Joel.

Hired on February 1, 2011, Carl Smith re- 
unites with Pete Carroll and brings 28 years of 
NFL experience to the Seahawks staff, previously 
spending two years as the Cleveland Browns 
quarterbacks coach (2009-10). It was his second 
stint with Cleveland after originally joining the club 
from 2001-03 in the same capacity. Smith 
assumes the role of associate head coach in 
2018. 

Over the last six seasons, Smith has mentored 
Russell Wilson to become one of the most suc- 
cessful quarterbacks in NFL history, winning 
Super Bowl XLVIII as the third-youngest starting 
quarterback while continuing as the NFL’s win- 
ningest quarterback to begin a career with 73 vic- 
tories (regular and postseason) and rank third in 
NFL history with 161 touchdown passes in his 
first six seasons, trailing only Dan Marino and 
Peyton Manning. 

Wilson became the first player in NFL history 
to have a 100.0 passer rating in each of his first 
two seasons in the league. He broke his franchise 
record (101.2 rating in 2013) with an NFL-leading 
110.1 passer rating in 2015. He has never missed 
a game, starting 108 (96 regular season, 12 post- 
season) and with a 9-7 record in 2017, he became 
the first quarterback in NFL history with a winning 
record in each of his first six Seasons. 

Last season, Wilson tied his franchise and 
career-high mark of 34 touchdown passes and 
had a hand in 37 of Seattle’s 38 offensive touch- 
downs while being named to his fifth Pro Bowl. 

Despite multiple injuries in 2016, Wilson led 
Seattle to another double-digit win season while 
setting career-highs in attempts (546), comple- 
tions (franchise-record 353) and yards (franchise- 
record 4,219). 
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He finished 2015 in unprecedented fashion, 
ending his last seven games with a 132.8 rating 
and becoming the only player in NFL history to 
pass for at least 24 touchdowns and have one or 
zero interceptions in a seven-game span in a sin- 
gle-season. He became the first player in NFL his- 
tory with 4,000 passing yards, 30 touchdown 
passes and 500 rushing yards in a single-season. 

He set career-highs in completion percentage 
(franchise-record 68.1), touchdowns (franchise- 
record 34) and passer rating (franchise-record 
and NFL-leading 110.1) in 2015. 

In 2014, Wilson became the first player in NFL 
history to record a 300-100 game, with 313 pass- 
ing yards and 106 rushing yards at St. Louis, and 
turned in the fifth-best season in NFL history for 
rushing yards by a quarterback (849). 

In 2012, Smith’s training camp opened with a 
three-man race for the starting job with Tarvaris 
Jackson, Matt Flynn and Wilson battling for the 
top spot. Throughout the process, it was Wilson’s 
development, maturation and leadership at the 
position that would lead Seattle in to the regular 
season. 

The NFL’s third-ranked rushing attack allowed 
Wilson a comfort level to excel in the offense and 
he would go on to end the season as the league’s 
fourth-ranked passer with a 100.0 passer rating, 
tie (Peyton Manning) the NFL rookie-record with 
26 touchdown passes, set the NFL rookie-record 
with three consecutive games with a 125-plus 
passer rating, and set other NFL and franchise 
records, including his 64.12 completion percent- 
age ranking third in NFL history for a rookie quar- 
terback. 

With the help of a consistent ground game 


over the last-half of the 2011 season, Smith 
helped Jackson to career-highs in attempts (450), 
completions (271), yards (3,091), completion per- 
centage (60.2, min. 290 att.) and touchdowns (14), 
in compiling a 7-7 record as a starter. 

Of Smith’s 28 years as an NFL assistant, 13 
have been spent as an offensive coordinator, last 
leading the Jacksonville Jaguars offense from 
2005-06. In 2006, Jacksonville’s offense ranked 
10th in the league and third overall in rushing with 
an average of 158.8 yards per game. In 2005, the 
Jaguars scored 361 points, 100 more than the 
previous season, and compiled a 12-4 record. 

Smith worked with Carroll in 2004 at USC, 
where he mentored Heisman Trophy winner Matt 
Leinart and helped USC win the _ national 
championship. 

For 33 of his last 36 seasons, Smith has been 
an assistant at the professional level, beginning 
with three years (1983-85) with the Philadelphia/ 
Baltimore Stars of the USFL. The Stars won the 
league title his final two seasons. 

He entered the NFL coaching arena with New 
Orleans in 1986, serving as its offensive coordina- 
tor/quarterbacks coach for the next 11 seasons. 
During that time, the franchise recorded its first- 
ever winning season, earned its first playoff berth, 


won its first division title and qualified for the post- 
season on four occasions. 

Smith and Carroll worked together in New 
England from 1997-99. Under his watch in 1997, 
Drew Bledsoe completed more than 60 percent of 
his passes, threw for more than 3,700 yards and 
set career-highs in touchdown passes (28) and 
passer rating (87.7) as he was voted to the AFC 
Pro Bowl squad. 

Prior to the NFL, Smith was an assistant at the 
collegiate level for 12 seasons, with the final six as 
an offensive coordinator. Smith and Carroll first 
worked together in 1982 at North Carolina State 
when Smith was the offensive coordinator/quar- 
terbacks coach and Carroll was defensive coordi- 
nator/secondary coach. 

Smith lettered in football as a defensive back 
at Cal Poly-SLO from 1969-70 after transferring 
from Bakersfield College where he played quar- 
terback from 1966-67. He earned his bachelor’s 
(1971) and master’s (1972) degrees in physical 
education from Cal-Poly SLO, as well as a teach- 
ing credential. 

Born on April 26, 1948, in Wasco, Calif., Smith 
and his wife, Dianne, have three sons, Tracy, Tyler 
and Nicholas, one grandson, Troy, and a grand- 
daughter, Lane.

Mike Solari returns to Seattle where he 
coached the offensive line from 2008-09 after 
spending the last two years with the N.Y. Giants 
(2016-17). A line coach for most of his career, 
Solari has also coached tight ends and special 
teams, and been an offensive coordinator. 

In Solaris 19 seasons serving as an NFL 
team’s primary offensive line coach, his players 
combined for 25 Pro Bowl appearances and at 
least one of his players was selected to the Pro 
Bowl in 15 of those seasons. 

Injuries forced Solari to use seven different 
starting offensive line combinations in 2016, but 
still only allowed 22 sacks — five fewer than the 
Giants surrendered in 2015 — and the third-lowest 
total in the league after Oakland (18) and 
Pittsburgh (21). 

Solari spent the 2015 season as the Green Bay 
Packers’ assistant offensive line coach. 

From 2010-14, he coached the San Francisco 
49ers’ offensive line. During that period, he 
helped the 49ers rank fifth in the NFL in rushing 
(132.1 yards per game) and sixth in yards-per- 
carry (4.47). San Francisco finished among the 
NFL’s top five rushing teams in each of Solari’s 
final three seasons there. During Solari’s tenure 
with the 49ers, which included three consecutive 
NFC Championship Game appearances (2011- 
13) and a berth in Super Bowl XLVII, at least one 
of his linemen was selected to the Pro Bowl in 
four of his five seasons. Tackle Joe Staley earned 
Pro Bowl recognition four times (2011-14), while 
guard Mike lupati was voted to play in the game 
three times (2012-14). In 2014, Solari’s line helped 
the 49ers rank fourth in the NFL in rushing yards 
(136.0 yards a game), rushing average (4.63 yards 
a Carry) and 10-yard runs (62). 

In 2013, San Francisco ranked third in the NFL 
with 2,201 rushing yards, first in 20-yard runs (20) 
and fourth in rushing touchdowns (18). Staley was 
named second-team AP All-Pro and was selected 
to his third straight Pro Bowl. In 2012, San 
Francisco was one of just three teams to start the 
same five offensive linemen for every regular-sea- 
son game, and each of the five starters was 
selected to the Pro Bowl as either a participant or 
an alternate. The 49ers ranked fourth in the 
league in rushing yards (2,491), and Solari’s line 
earned the Madden Most Valuable Protectors 
Award. 
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Prior to joining the 49ers, Solari coached the 
offensive line for the Seattle Seahawks in 2008- 
09. Under Solari’s direction, tackle Walter Jones 
was named to the Pro Bowl in 2008, Jones’ final 
NFL season. Jones was inducted into the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame in 2014. 

Solari was with the Kansas City Chiefs from 
1997-2007, serving as the offensive line coach for 
his first nine seasons with the club (1997-2005) 
and as the offensive coordinator for the final two 
years (2006-07). He was one of just six assistant 
coaches in team history to record more than a 
decade of service with the franchise. In Solari’s 
nine seasons tutoring the offensive line, the 
Chiefs ranked first in the NFL over that span in 
rushing touchdowns (191), fourth in rushing yards 
(126.8 yards per game), third in scoring (25.0 
points per game) fifth in total offense (356.1 yards 
per game) and sixth in sacks allowed (278). 

Solari’s lines helped the Chiefs finish in the top 
five in the league in total offense in five consecu- 
tive seasons (2001-05), the only NFL club to 
accomplish that feat over that span, including No. 
1 rankings in 2004 and 2005. At least one of 
Solari’s linemen was named to the Pro Bowl in all 
nine of his seasons tutoring the group in Kansas 
City, including a trio of Pro Bowlers in 2004-05 in 
guards Will Shields and Brian Waters and tackle 
Willie Roaf. The Chiefs became the first club to 
accomplish that feat since Dallas had three line- 
men selected to the Pro Bowl each season from 
1992-95. 

Following their careers, Roaf and Shields were 
inducted in to the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 

Solari did his first stint on the 49ers’ staff from 
1992-96, when he served as the team’s tight 
ends/assistant offensive line coach. He was 
instrumental in the development of tight end Brent 
Jones, who was named to the Pro Bowl in four 
consecutive seasons (1992-95) and earned sec- 
ond-team All-Pro recognition in 1993-94. During 
Solari’s tenure, the 49ers played in three straight 
NFC Championship Games (1992-94), and 
defeated the San Diego Chargers in Super Bowl 
XXIX. 

Solari coached on Gene Stallings’ staff at the 
University of Alabama from 1990-91, tutoring the 
offensive line and helping the Crimson Tide to an 
11-1 record and a No. 5 ranking in the final AP poll 
in 1991. Solari also worked on Stallings’ staff with 


the Phoenix Cardinals in 1989, when he helped 
guide tackle Luis Sharpe to a Pro Bowl selection. 

Solari began his NFL coaching career with the 
Dallas Cowboys in 1987, serving as assistant 
offensive line/special teams coach for two sea- 
sons. 

Solaris coaching career began in 1977 at 
Mission Bay (Calif.) High, followed by stints at 
Mira Costa Junior College (1978) and U.S. 
International (1979). He helped lead Boise State 
University to the NCAA _ Division’ I-AA 
Championship in 1980 and also coached on the 
collegiate level at the University of Cincinnati 


(1981-82), University of Kansas (1983-85) and 
University of Pittsburgh (1986) before entering the 
NFL. 

As a player, Solari was a two-time letterman as 
an offensive lineman (1975-76) at San Diego State 
University, where he was a teammate of former 
Chiefs head coach Herm Edwards and former 
Bears head coach John Fox. Solari began his col- 
legiate career at the College of San Mateo (1973- 
74). 

Born on January 16, 1955, Solari was born in 
Daly City, Calif. He and his wife, Patti, have three 
children, Tamara, Stephanie and Michael.

Down 15-10 at the half, the Seattle Seahawks outscored the Indianapolis Colts 36-3 in the second 
half, and were helped by two defensive scores on their way to a 46-18 victory over the Colts at 
CenturyLink Field on Sunday Night Football. Seattle scored first with a 44-yd. field goal by Blair 
Walsh. Russell Wilson was sacked in the end zone for a safety, bringing the score to 3-2. Justin 
Coleman stepped in at cornerback after Jeremy Lane left the game with a groin injury and intercepted 
Jacoby Brissett, returning it 28 yards for the TD and the 10-2 Seattle lead.

Despite outgaining the Washington Redskins in yards by a total of 437-244, the Seattle Seahawks lost 
the turnover battle and committed 16 penalties for 138 yards and could not finish the game in the 
fourth quarter, losing to the Redskins by a score of 17-14. Seattle scored early when Bobby Wagner 
sacked Kirk Cousins in the end zone for a safety. The Redskins took a 7-2 lead with a Rob Kelley 
touchdown run while Blair Walsh missed three first half field goals for Seattle, including a 49-yarder 
as time expired in the first half. The Redskins added a Nick Rose 28-yard field goal in the third quarter 
to push their lead to 10-2. Russell Wilson threw two fourth quarter touchdowns, hitting Luke Willson 
on a 10-yard pass and then connected with Doug Baldwin on a 30-yard touchdown to take a 14-10 
lead with 1:34 remaining after failing on both two-point conversion tries. But in just 835 seconds and 
four plays, Cousins drove the Redskins 71 yards, hitting Brian Quick for 31 yards and then Josh 
Doctson for 38 yards to the one-yard line before Kelley ran it in for his second touchdown, taking back 
the lead at 17-14 with 0:59 remaining. On the final drive, Wilson drove the Seahawks to midfield, but 
his Hail Mary attempt fell incomplete as time expired and the Seahawks fell by a final score of 17-14.

12/9 The 
Seahawks defense sets single-game records for fewest rushing first downs (0) 
and rushing yards allowed (13) in a game in a 20-14 win over the Green Bay 
Packers in Milwaukee. 12/23 Seattle moves over the .500 mark with a 17-12 win 
over the Denver Broncos. The Broncos are penalized on the game’s last play, 
negating what would have been a game-winning touchdown pass. 12/30 Derrick 
Fenner scores two touchdowns for the fourth time as Seattle defeats the Detroit 
Lions, 30-10, in the Kingdome, to finish at 9-7 after an O-3 start. Fenner ends the 
season equalling team records for total touchdowns (15) and rushing touch- 
downs (14), totals that lead the AFC. 


1991 — 4/21 Seahawks select San Diego State quarterback Dan McGwire with the 
16th pick on the first round of the 1991 NFL Draft. The 6-8, 243-pound McGwire 
is the first quarterback ever selected in the first round by Seattle. 4/25 Head 
Coach Chuck Knox agrees to a two-year contract extension. 8/3 Quarterback 
Jim Zorn (1976-84) becomes the second person inducted into the Seahawks 
Ring of Honor. 9/1 Seahawks drop season opener, 27-24, at New Orleans and 
lose starting quarterback Dave Krieg for six weeks with a broken thumb in the 
process. Wide receiver Brian Blades sets career highs with 12 receptions, 160 
yards, and two touchdowns. 9/8 Jeff Kemp makes his first start since September 
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25, 1988, and throws two touchdown passes in a 20-13 win over the New York 
Jets. One goes to Travis McNeal, the first of his career. 9/29 Chris Warren’s 59- 
yard punt return touchdown, the first by a Seahawks player since 1986, sparks a 
31-3 win over the visiting Indianapolis Colts. The defense limits the Colts to 137 
yards and records five sacks. Rookie first-round draft choice Dan McGwire starts 
and plays the first half, engineering a 50-yard touchdown drive on his first pos- 
session. 10/6 The Seahawks defense stops the Cincinnati Bengals on a 4th-and- 
four inches short with 29 seconds left to preserve a 13-7 win at Riverfront 
Stadium. Dwayne Harper and Nesby Glasgow combine for the tackle, which 
comes at the Seattle 22. 10/20 Dave Krieg returns from missing six games on 
injured reserve to lead Seattle to a 27-7 win at Pittsburgh. Krieg throws for 266 
yards, completing 25-of-31 passes, and two scores. 10/27 John Kasay equals an 
NFL record with two field goals of 50-or-more yards in a 20-9 win over the San 
Diego Chargers. Kasay connects from 54 and 51 yards. The 54-yarder equals the 
team record. 11/24 The defense forces four turnovers and has five sacks, three 
by Rufus Porter, in a 13-10 win over the eventual AFC West Champion Denver 
Broncos in the Kingdome. Additionally, the defense twice holds on downs inside 
Seahawks territory in the game’s last 4:49. 12/22 Seattle finishes their 16th sea- 
son with a 7-9 record after defeating the Los Angeles Rams, 23-9, in the 
Kingdome. It was the first win by the Seahawks over the Rams in five regular sea- 
son games.

Honor. 9/6 Cincinnati Bengals spoil Tom 
Flores' Seahawks coaching debut with a 
21-3 Kingdome win. 9/20 Flores gains 
first win as Seahawks head coach, 10-6, 
at New England. Cortez Kennedy has 
four-and-a-half tackles for loss, including 
three sacks, to lead the defense while 
Chris Warren rushes for 122 yards and 
one score on 24 carries to lead the 
offense. It's Warren's first career 100- 
yard game. 11/8 Chris Warren's 103 
yards aren't enough as the Washington 
Redskins post a 16-3 Kingdome win. 
11/22 Chris Warren rushes for a career- 
high 154 yards, including a touchdown, 
but the Kansas City Chiefs take a 24-14 
win.

O deficit. Broussard rushes for 138 yards on just sixcarries. 10/26 Warren Moon 
throws a team record-equalling five touchdown passes, including three to Joey 
Galloway, in a 45-34 win over the Oakland Raiders. His 409 yards is third in team 
history for a single game and is an NFL high for 1997.

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STEVE LARGENT, WR 
1976-89 





Pro Football Hall of Fame: Steve Largent 
became the first Seahawks player to be elected 
to the Pro Football Hall of Fame on Saturday, 
January 28, 1995. Largent was formally induct- 
ed in Canton, Ohio, on Saturday, July 29, along 
with Jim Finks, Henry Jordan, Lee Roy Selmon, 
and Kellen Winslow. He was presented into the 
Hall of Fame by Seahawks’ Vice President Gary 
Wright. Largent was the 23rd player to be elect- 
ed in his first year of eligibility. 


NFL Records: Concluded his 14 National 
Football League seasons with league career 
records for receptions, 819; yards, 13,089; 
touchdowns, 100; consecutive games with a 
reception, 177; 50-catch seasons, 10; and 
1,000-yard seasons, 8. Became only the sec- 
ond player in NFL history to be the career leader 
in receptions, yards and touchdowns at the 
same time joining Green Bay’s Don Hutson 
(1945). Ranked third all-time at the time of his 
retirement with 40-career 100-yard games, trail- 
ing Don Maynard (50) and Lance Alworth (41). 


Pro Career: Finished in the AFC’s (NFC in 
1976) top 10 in receptions 10 times in his first 
12 seasons, failing only in 1977 and 1982, and 
in the top-five seven times. Led the AFC in 
receptions in 1978 with 71 and finished second 
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in 1981 (75) and 1987 (58), and was third in the 
NFC in 1976 (64). The only NFC wide receiver to 
catch more passes than Largent in 1976 was 
Dallas’ Drew Pearson (58). Largent’s total did 
lead all rookie wide receivers. Finished in the 
NFL’s top 10 in receiving yards seven times, 
including a first-place finish in 1985, and a sec- 
ond in 1978, missing the lead by one yard. 
Missed only 10 games in his career due to 
injury, including six in 1989 with a broken 
elbow. Selected to play in the AFC-NFC Pro 
Bowl game seven times, after the 1978, 1979, 
1981, 1984, 1985, 1986, and 1987 seasons. 
Unable to play in the 1979 game because of a 
wrist injury. Set the Pro Bowl career yardage 
record with 236 and had 17 Pro Bowl recep- 
tions. Originally drafted in the fourth round in 
1976 by the Houston Oilers. Was waived by the 
Oilers on August 24, recalled, and traded to the 
Seahawks for an eighth-round 1977 draft 
choice on August 26. The Oilers used that 
choice to select wide receiver Steve Davis from 
the University of Georgia. 


Seahawks Career: Led the team in both recep- 
tions and yards in each of the team’s first 12 
seasons. Voted by his teammates as the 
Seahawks’ Most Valuable Player after the 1977, 
1979, 1981, 1985, and 1987 seasons. Was also 
elected Offensive Captain from 1979-83 and 
1985-89. Third in games played (200) but has 
more starts (197) than any other player in team 
history. He was the first player voted into the 
team’s Ring of Honor on December 23, 1989. 


Personal: Represented the 1st District of the 
State of Oklahoma for four terms. Was elected 
to the United States House of Representatives 
on November 8, 1994, and sworn in on 
November 29. Re-elected to a second two-year 
term in 1996, and resigned following the first 
year of his fourth term and sought election as 
the governor of Oklahoma in November, 2002. 
Attended Putnam City High School in 
Oklahoma City, Okla., where he lettered in foot- 
ball and baseball. Steve and his wife, Terry, 
have three sons, Kyle, Kelly, and Kramer, and a 
daughter, Casie. 


MIKE McCORMACK 
1982-88 





Pro Football Hall of Fame: Mike McCormack 


was inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame 
on July 28, 1984. He was one of four players 
honored in 1984 along with Arnie Weinmeister, 
Willie Brown and Charley Taylor. McCormack 
played with the Cleveland Browns from 1954- 
1962 and served as head coach of the 
Philadelphia Eagles (1973-75), Baltimore Colts 
(1980-81) and Seattle Seahawks (1982). He 
also served as president and general manager 
of the Seahawks. In 1993, he was hired by the 
newly formed Carolina Panthers as their team 
president and general manager. He retired 
from the Panthers’ organization in 1997. 


Pro Career: One of the game’s greatest offen- 
sive tackles, he began his pro football career 
with the NFL’s 1951 New York Yanks where as 
a rookie he earned the starting right tackle spot. 
That year he earned the first of six trips to the 
Pro Bowl, before being called into military serv- 
ice. The Baltimore Colts, who acquired his 
rights before the start of the 1953 season, trad- 
ed him to the Cleveland Browns in a massive 
15-player deal. Even though the Browns knew 
McCormack would not be available for a full 
year, he was the key man in the trade. Coach 


Paul Brown always considered it one of his wis- 
est personnel moves. In his first season in 
Cleveland, McCormack, a former University of 
Kansas star and Chicago native, was asked to 
fill the middle guard position that had been 
vacated by the retiring Bill Willis on the defen- 
sive unit. It was a tall order, considering Willis 
would himself be elected to the Hall of Fame. 
McCormack, not surprisingly, was up to the 
challenge. He quickly became an important fac- 
tor on an excellent Cleveland defensive team. 
McCormack enjoyed perhaps his most memo- 
rable individual moment on the defensive team 
when, in the 1954 NFL Championship Game, he 
stole the ball from Detroit Lions quarterback 
Bobby Layne to set up one of the early touch- 
downs in a 56-10 Cleveland rout. But it was as 
an offensive tackle that McCormack made his 
lasting mark in pro football. Mike was the 
Browns' offensive right tackle for eight years 
from 1955 through 1962. During that period, the 
Browns’ forward wall played a major role in 
assuring a balanced offensive approach and 
McCormack, equally adept as a blocker on 
rushing plays and as a quarterback protector, 
was a Stabilizing factor throughout the period. 


Seahawks Career: In 1982, McCormack joined 
the Seattle Seahawks as director of football 
operations, eventually becoming president and 
general manager the following season. He also 
served as the Seahawks’ interim head coach for 
the remainder of the 1982 season when Jack 
Patera was fired after the first two games. 
McCormack took over during the 57-day play- 
ers strike and led the team to a 4-3 record. He 
then returned to his management position when 
the Seahawks hired Chuck Knox as their new 
head coach in 1983. Under McCormack’s lead- 
ership, the Seahawks enjoyed the franchise’s 
finest years until the mid 2000’s. During his 
seven seasons with the team, Seattle reached 
the postseason four times, including the AFC 
Championship Game in 1983. 


Personal: McCormack passed away on 
November 15, 2013. He was survived by his 
wife, Ann, and four children; Michael, Tim, Molly 
and Colleen. He was a member of the University 
of Kansas’ all-time team and served as co-cap- 
tain of the 1950 Jayhawks team. 
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FRANCO HARRIS, RB 
1984 


Pro Football Hall of Fame: 
Franco Harris was inducted 
into the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame on Saturday, August 4, 
1990, along with Buck 
Buchanan, Bob Griese, Ted 
Hendricks, Jack Lambert, Tom 
Landy and Bob St. Clair. 


Pro Career: Harris began his 
pro football career as the 
Pittsburgh Steelers No. 1 pick 
and the 13th player selected in 
the 1972 NFL Draft. For 12 
seasons, the 6-2, 230-pounder 
from Penn State was a big-yardage running 
back, a key man in the powerful Pittsburgh 
offensive machine. Harris established himself 
as a future superstar when he became only the 
fourth rookie in NFL annals to rush for 1,000 
yards. He gained additional attention by being 
on the receiving end of the famous "Immaculate 
Reception" pass from Terry Bradshaw that gave 
the Steelers their first-ever playoff win, a 13-7 
victory over the Oakland Raiders. In his 13 sea- 
sons, the last of which was spent with the 
Seattle Seahawks in 1984, Harris rushed 2,949 
times for 12,120 yards and 91 touchdowns. He 
rushed for 1,000 yards or more eight seasons 
and for more than 100 yards in 47 games. His 
career rushing total and his combined net 





yardage figure of 14,622 both 
ranked as the third highest 
marks in pro football history at 
the time of his retirement. Was 
an All-AFC choice in 1972, 
1975, 1976, and 1977 and first- 
or second-team All-Pro. six 
times. He was selected to nine 
Pro Bowls. Harris played in five 
AFC championships — missing 
a sixth because of injury - and 
four Super Bowls. In Super 
Bowl IX, when the Steelers 
won their first-ever league title 
with a 16-6 victory over 
Minnesota, Harris rushed for 158 yards, com- 
pared to just 17 yards rushing for the entire 
Vikings team. He was named the game's Most 
Valuable Player. Harris held numerous Super 
Bowl and postseason game records by the end 
of his career. The most notable include 24 
points and 354 yards rushing in four Super 
Bowls and 17 touchdowns and 1,556 yards 
rushing in 19 playoff games. 


Seahawks Career: Harris played his final NFL 
season in Seattle in 1984. He played in eight 
games with six starts and rushed 68 times for 
170 yards with one catch for 3 yards. 


Personal: Born in Fort Dix, N.J., on March 7, 
1950. 


CARL ELLER, DE 


Pro Football Hall of Fame: 
Carl Eller was inducted into the 
Pro Football Hall of Fame on 
Sunday, August 8, 2004, along 
with Bob Brown, John Elway 
and Barry Sanders. He was 
presented into the Hall of Fame 
by his son, Regis. 


Pro Career: Selected in the 
1st round of NFL Draft by 
Minnesota and AFL Draft by 
Buffalo in 1964. Eller quickly 
established himself at left 
defensive end on the Vikings 
"Purple People Eaters" defensive line. He 
amassed 44 sacks from 1975-1977 and named 
first- or second-team AIl-NFL each season from 
1967-1973, playing in six Pro Bowls. He also 
was effective in blocking kicks and, during his 
career he recovered 23 opponents’ fumbles, the 
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third best mark in NFL annals 
at the time of his retirement. It 
was Eller who caused the now 
infamous fumble that led to 
teammate Jim  Marshall’s 
wrong-way run for a safety in 
1964 in a game against the 
San Francisco 49ers. The 
Vikings won the 1969 NFL 
championship and NFC 
crowns in 1973, 1974, and 
1976 and played in four Super 
Bowls. 


Seahawks Career: The 16- 
year NFL veteran of 225 games played his final 
NFL season in Seattle, playing in all 16 games 
with 26 tackles and 3.0 sacks. 


Personal: Born January 25, 1942, in Winston- 
Salem, N.C. 


WARREN MOON, QB 
1997-98 


Pro Football Hall of Fame: Warren Moon was 


elected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame on 
Saturday, February 4, 2006, the day before the 
Seahawks played the Pittsburgh Steelers in 
Super Bowl XL. Moon was formally inducted in 
Canton, Ohio, on Sunday, August 6, along with 
Troy Aikman, Harry Carson, John Madden, 
Reggie White and Rayfield Wright. He was pre- 
sented into the Hall of Fame by friend, agent and 
business associate Leigh Steinberg. Moon was 
the first African-American quarterback to be 
inducted. 


Pro Career: Prior to the 1978 NFL Draft, some 
NFL scouts suggested that since University of 
Washington quarterback Warren Moon had 
played in a rollout rather than a drop-back pass- 
ing offense, he would be a mid-round pick. 
Others speculated that since only one African 
American quarterback, James Harris, had 
achieved any measurable success in the NFL, 
Moon would have to play some other position. 
Regardless of which misguided reason motivat- 
ed NFL scouts, Moon remained confident of his 
abilities and opted to sign with the Edmonton 
Eskimos of the Canadian Football League. He 
went on to lead the Eskimos to an unprecedent- 
ed five consecutive Grey Cup victories. 
Eventually, Moon returned to the United States 
to play for the Houston Oilers in 1984. He racked 
up nearly 50,000 passing yards in 17 NFL sea- 





sons. Moon set a new club record with 3,338 
yards passing in his first year with Houston, a 
mark he would break four more times. In 1986, 
when the Oilers installed the run-and-shoot 
offense, Moon's quarterback skills _ finally 
became apparent to all. The wide-open offense 
showcased Moon's strong arm, running skills, 
and big-play ability. In 1990, Moon led the league 
with 4,689 passing yards. He also led the league 
in attempts (6584), completions (862), and touch- 
downs (33), and tied Dan Marino's NFL record 
with nine 300-yard games in a season. The fol- 
lowing year, he again led the league in passing 
yards 4,690. At the same time, he joined Hall of 
Fame quarterbacks Marino and Dan Fouts as the 
only quarterbacks to post back-to-back 4,000- 
yard seasons. Moon also established new NFL 
records that season with 655 attempts and 404 
completions. Moon was traded to the Minnesota 
Vikings before the 1994 season. In his debut sea- 
son, he passed for 4,264 yards and led the team 
to the playoffs. In his second season in 
Minnesota, he again passed for more than 4,200 
yards. Moon moved on to the Seattle Seahawks 
as a free agent in 1997 where the veteran star set 
franchise records for completions (813) and 
yards passing (3,678) and earned his ninth Pro 
Bowl selection. Injuries limited his play in 1998. 
In 1999, Moon joined the Kansas City Chiefs and 
spent two seasons as a backup there before 
retiring. Despite spending his first six profession- 
al seasons in the CFL, Moon ranked third all-time 
in NFL passing yardage and fourth in touchdown 
passes thrown at the time of his retirement. 


Seahawks Career: The 17-year NFL veteran 
played for the Seahawks from 1997-98, setting 
the franchise record for passing yards in one 
season with 3,678 in 1997, since surpassed by 
Matt Hasselbeck and Russell Wilson. His fran- 
chise-record 313 completions in 1997 were also 
surpassed by Hasselbeck and Wilson. He holds 
the club record for most consecutive comple- 
tions (17). 


Personal: Named the NFL’s Man of the Year in 
1989 for his work in the community, Moon estab- 
lished the Crescent Moon Foundation in 1989 to 
raise money for college academic scholarships in 
Seattle, Los Angeles, Houston, and Minneapolis/ 
St. Paul and also has worked as an ambassador 
for the NFL promoting the game of football both 
nationally and internationally to young people. 
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JOHN RANDLE, DT 
2001-03 


Pro Football Hall of Fame: 
John Randle was elected into 
the Pro Football Hall of Fame on 
Saturday, February 6, 2010, 
along with Russ Grimm, Rickey 
Jackson, Dick LeBeau, Floyd 
Little, Jerry Rice and Emmitt 
Smith. He was inducted on 
Saturday, August 7, 2010. 


Pro Career: John Randle, a 
Little All-America from Texas 
A&l, signed as an undrafted free 
agent with the Minnesota 
Vikings in 1990. He embarked 
on an impressive streak from 
1992-01 of 183 games played and 140 starts 
before a knee injury forced him out of a game. In 
the 1993 season, Randle registered 12.5 sacks, 
amassed 59 tackles and forced three fumbles to 
earn All-Pro honors and a Pro Bowl invitation for 
the first time. It began a string of six straight All- 
Pro and Pro Bowl seasons for Randle. He 
improved his sack total again in 1994 with a NFC- 





high 13.5 sacks. Randle record- 
ed perhaps his finest season in 
1997 when he led the NFL with 
15.5 sacks and also had a 
career-high 71 tackles. In_ all, 
Randle amassed 137.5 sacks 
during his 14-season career. He 
led the Vikings in sacks nine 
times and the Seahawks twice. 
Thirty-five times he recorded 
multi-sack games _ including 
eight games with three or more 
sacks. Randle was elected to 
seven Pro Bowls (1994-99, 
2002) and named to the NFL’s 
All-Decade Team of the 1990s. 


Seahawks Career: Randle played his final three 
seasons in Seattle, leading the club in sacks 
twice and making one Pro Bowl. In 43 games 
with 35 starts, he collected 23.5 sacks. 


Personal: Born on December 12, 1967, in 
Hearne, Texas. 


JERRY RICE, WR 
2004 


Pro Football Hall of Fame: ms 


Jerry Rice was elected into the HAL 
Pro Football Hall of Fame on 
Saturday, February 6, 2010, 
along with Russ Grimm, Rickey 
Jackson, Dick LeBeau, Floyd 
Little, John Randle and Emmitt 
Smith. He was inducted on 
Saturday, August 7, 2010. 


Pro Career: The San Francisco 
49ers used their first round draft 
pick (16th overall) in 1985 on 
Jerry Rice from little known 
Mississippi Valley State. In 
1986, Rice recorded a season 

that began perhaps the finest streich o any 
receiver in NFL history. That year, he caught 86 
passes for a league-leading 1,570 yards. He also 
led the NFL in touchdown catches with 15. It 
marked the first of 11 straight 1,000-yard sea- 
sons for Rice who also recorded double-digit 
receiving touchdown totals in nine of the next 10 
seasons. The following year, Rice set the NFL 
record for touchdown receptions in a season 
with 22. His first of four seasons with 100 catch- 
es came in 1990 when he had an even 100 
receptions to lead the NFL in that category. He 
led the NFL in receiving yards six times including 
an NFL record 1,848 yards in 1995. Rice also led 
the NFL in touchdown receptions six times. No 
wide receiver in NFL history played more than 
Rice’s 20 seasons. By the time he retired after 
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finishing his career with Oakland 
and Seattle, he was the most 
prolific wide receiver in NFL his- 
tory with staggering career 
totals. He owns virtually every 
significant receiving mark. 
Some of the more notable 
career records include recep- 
tions (1,549); receiving yards 
(22,895 yards); most 1,000-yard 
receiving seasons (14); total 
touchdowns (208); and com- 
bined net yards (23,546). Rice 
has a hold on multiple NFL play- 
off and Super Bowl records. He 
played in eight conference 
championships and four Super Bowls. He 
earned three Super Bowl rings with the 49ers 
and was named the Most Valuable Player of San 
Francisco’s Super Bowl XXIll win over the 
Cincinnati Bengals. Rice, who was named first- 
team All-Pro 11 consecutive seasons and voted 
to 13 Pro Bowls, is also a member of the NFL’s 
All-Decade Teams of the 1980s and 1990s and 
NFL’s 75th Anniversary Team. 


Seahawks Career: Rice finished his career in 
Seattle, playing in 11 games with nine starts in 
2004. He caught 24 passes for 362 yards with a 
long of 56 and three touchdowns. 


Personal: Born on October 13, 1962, in 


Starkville, Miss. 


CORTEZ KENNEDY, DT 
1990-2000 
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Pro Football Hall of Fame: Cortez Kennedy 
was elected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame on 
Saturday, February 4, 2012, the day before 
Super Bowl XLVI. Kennedy was formally induct- 
ed in Canton, Ohio, on Saturday, August 4, 
along with Jack Butler, Dermontti Dawson, 
Chris Doleman, Curtis Martin and Willie Roaf. 
Kennedy follows only Steve Largent to enter the 
Hall of Fame representing the Seahawks. He 
was presented into the Hall of Fame by Dixie 
Fraley Keller, the widow of long-time agent, 
financial advisor and friend, Robert Fraley. 


Pro Career: The Seattle Seahawks used the 
third overall selection of the 1990 NFL Draft on 
All-America defensive tackle Cortez Kennedy 
from the University of Miami. The move proved 
to be wise as Kennedy became a fixture on the 
Seahawks defensive line for 11 seasons. 
Extremely durable, he did not miss a single 
game until his eighth season. In his rookie sea- 
son, Kennedy played in all 16 games, two of 
which were starts. He produced impressive 
numbers including a season-high 10 tackles 
and a sack against the Miami Dolphins. For his 
efforts, he was named to the NFL's All-Rookie 
team. The following season Kennedy moved 
into a full-time starting role at right defensive 


tackle for the Seahawks and responded by earn- 
ing his first Pro Bowl berth. In 1992, despite the 
Seahawks finishing with a disappointing 2-14 
record, Kennedy was named the NFL's 
Defensive Player of the Year. It marked just the 
third time in league history that a player from a 
losing team won the Associated Press Defensive 
Player of the Year Award. He led Seattle that 
season with a career-high 14 sacks, the most of 
any interior lineman, and also recorded a career- 
best 92 tackles, recovered one fumble and bat- 
ted down two passes. Although he was often 
double- or even triple-teamed Kennedy man- 
aged to lead or rank near the top in tackles each 
season. In 1996, he was voted to a team record 
sixth consecutive Pro Bowl and also was named 
the team's MVP and the winner of the Steve 
Largent Award given to the player that best 
exemplified the spirit, dedication and integrity of 
the Seahawks. He added two more Pro Bowls 
following the 1998 and 1999 seasons. Kennedy 
recorded one of his finest seasons in 1999. A 
10-year veteran, he started all 16 games, 
recorded 73 tackles, 6.5 sacks and intercepted 
two passes to help the Seahawks reach the 
playoffs for the first time since 1988. In all, he 
registered 58 sacks, intercepted three passes 
and scored one touchdown on a fumble recov- 
ery during his 167-game career. He twice led the 
team in sacks (1992 and 1995). Aside from his 
eight Pro Bowls, Kennedy was named first-team 
All-NFL in 1992, 1993 and 1994, selected sec- 
ond-team All-Pro twice, AIl-AFC four times and 
was named to the NFL's All-Decade Team of the 
1990s. On September 17, 2006, Kennedy 
became the 10th member inducted into the 
Seahawks Ring of Honor. 


Seahawks Career: Kennedy ranks among the 
top-10 in many Seahawks categories, including:

Pro Football Hall of Fame: Walter Jones was 
elected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame on 
Saturday, February 1, 2014, the day before 
Seattle defeated Denver in Super Bowl XLVIII in 
New York/New Jersey. Jones was formally 
inducted in Canton, Ohio, on Saturday, August 
2, along with Derrick Brooks, Ray Guy, Claude 
Humphrey, Andre Reed, Michael Strahan and 
Aeneas Williams. Jones joins Steve Largent and 
Cortez Kennedy to enter the Hall of Fame repre- 
senting the Seahawks for their entire careers. 


Pro Career: Jones retired from the NFL on April 
29, 2010. In his honor, the team immediately 
retired his number 71 jersey and Governor 
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Christine Gregoire declared the following day, 
Walter Jones Day, urging all citizens to join her in 
saluting his remarkable career. Since coming to 
Seattle as a first-round pick in 1997, Jones start- 
ed all 180 games played while becoming the 
most dominant left tackle of his time. In 13 sea- 
sons, he was called for holding nine times and in 
5,/03 pass attempts, surrendered just 23 sacks 
according to coaches statistics. He was selected 
to nine Pro Bowls (1999, 2001-08), passing 
Cortez Kennedy for most in team history, and 
was also a six-time AP All-Pro (1st Team in 2001, 
2004, 2005, 2007 and 2nd Team in 2006 and 
2008). Seattle selected Jones with the sixth over- 
all pick in the 1997 NFL Draft, which was 
acquired in a draft-day trade with the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers in exchange for Seattle’s first-round 
pick (#12, RB Warrick Dunn) and third-round pick 
(#66, CB Ronde Barber). He was named to his 
first Pro Bowl following the 1999 season, becom- 
ing the first Seattle offensive lineman to accom- 
plish that feat. Jones was part of the offensive 
line that helped Shaun Alexander to the fourth- 
best rushing game in NFL history with 266 yards 
vs. Oakland (11/11/01) and helped Alexander to 
an NFL-record five first-half touchdowns vs. 
Minnesota (9/29/02). In 2005, he paved the way 
for Alexander’s MVP year with a Seattle-record 
1,880 rushing yards and then-NFL-record 28 
total touchdowns. 


Seahawks Career: Jones ranks fourth in Seattle 
history in games played (180) and second in 
games started (180). He became the first 
Seahawks player to reach double-digits in post- 
season appearances and was inducted in to the 
team’s Ring of Honor on November 2, 2014. 


Personal: A second-team All-ACC selection as a 
junior, he transferred to Florida State after two 
seasons at Holmes (Miss.) Community College, 
where he was named Mississippi Junior College 
Player of the Year in 1994. Jones prepped at 
Aliceville (Ala.) High where he lettered in basket- 
ball and football.

Pro Football Hall of Fame: Kenny Easley was 
elected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame on 
Saturday, February 4, 2017, the day before 
Super Bowl LI. Easley was formally inducted in 
Canton, Ohio, on Saturday, August 5, along with 
Morten Andersen, Terrell Davis, Jerry Jones, 
Jason Taylor, LaDainian Tomlinson and Kurt 
Warner. Easley joins Steve Largent, Cortez 
Kennedy and Walter Jones to enter the Hall of 
Fame representing the Seahawks for their entire 
careers. He was presented into the Hall of Fame 
by his high school football coach, Tommy 
Rhodes. 


Pro Career: Easley was selected in the first 
round, fourth overall, out of UCLA by the Seattle 
Seahawks in the 1981 NFL Draft. The Seahawks 
safety was an intimidating defensive force dur- 
ing his seven-year tenure in Seattle. Easley 
made an immediate impact on the Seahawks 
defense earning AFC Defensive Rookie of the 
Year honors in 1981 after returning three inter- 


ceptions for 115 yards, including 
one for an 82-yard touchdown. He 
also made a career-high four fumble 
recoveries. Easley rightfully earned 
his nickname as “The Enforcer” for 
this style of play on the field. An all- 
around great athlete, he continued 
to earn recognition for his abilities 
including AFC Defensive Player of 
the Year in 1983. That season, he 
recorded seven interceptions which 
he returned for 106 yards and post- 
ed a career-high three sacks. The 
safety was named the NFL’s 
Defensive Player of the Year in 1984 
by the Associated Press when he 
registered a league-leading and 
career-best 10 interceptions and 
two pick-sixes. Easley earned first- 
team All-Pro honors in four straight 
seasons from 1982-85 and second- 
team All-Pro honors in 1987. During 
his career, Easley amassed 32 inter- 
ceptions which he returned for 538 
yards and three touchdowns in 89 
games. He was also a dominating 
tackler before the stat was readily 
tracked and had eight career sacks. In all, Easley 
was named to five Pro Bowls and was a member 
of the NFL’s All-Decade Team of the 1980s in 
addition to his many other honors he earned 
along his highly impactful career. 


Seahawks Career: Started all but two games in 
his seven seasons, Easley led the team in inter- 
ceptions on four occasions (1982-84, 1987) and 
ranks fourth in franchise history with 32 intercep- 
tions. Ranks first in Seahawks history in intercep- 
tions in a single-season (10) and most intercep- 
tions in a single-game (3). He was inducted in to 
the team’s Ring of Honor on October 14, 2002 
and finished his career with 498 tackles, 8.0 
sacks, 32 interceptions, 10 forced fumbles and 
11 fumble recoveries. 


Personal: Was the first player in Pac-10 history 
to be named all-conference for four consecutive 
years and was a three-time All-American for 
UCLA. Born in Chesapeake, Va., on January 15, 
1959. 
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The inaugural inductee into the Ring of Honor in 
1989, Steve Largent concluded his 14 National 
Football League seasons with league career 
records for receptions, 819; yards, 13,089; 
touchdowns, 100; consecutive games with a 
reception, 177; 50-catch seasons, 10; and 
1000-yard seasons, 8. Largent became the first 
Seahawks player to be elected to the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame on July 29, 1995, and only 
the 23rd player to be elected in first year of eli- 
gibility. He finished in the AFC's (NFC in 1976) 
top 10 in receptions 10 times in his first 12 sea- 
sons. Led the AFC in receptions in 1978 with 71 
and finished second in 1981 and 1987. Largent 
finished in the top 10 in receiving yards seven 
times, including a first-place finish in 1985, and

second in 1978, missing the lead by one yard. 
Selected to play in the Pro Bowl seven times 
(1978, 1979, 1981, 1984, 1985, 1986, and 1987) 
and was first-team All-NFL (AP) in both 1979 
and 1985. Largent led the team in both recep- 
tions and yards in each of the team's first 12 
seasons. Third in games played (200) but has 
more starts (197) than any other player in Sea- 
hawks history. After retiring from the game in 
1989, Largent would gain political aspirations 
and represented the 1st District of the State of 
Oklahoma for four terms. He would then serve 
and be re-elected for his home state in the 
United States House of Representatives before 
resigning in his first-year of his fourth term to 
pursue the governorship of Oklahoma.

included being named AFC Player of the Year by 
the Washington D.C. Touchdown Club and first- 
team All-NFL by the NEA.

Inducted into the Seahawks’ Ring of Honor in 
1992, Pete Gross served as the radio play-by- 
play for 17 seasons from the Seahawks’ inau- 
gural 1976 season through 1992. One of the 
most beloved people to have ever been asso- 
ciated with the Seahawks’ franchise, fans will 
never forget his numerous “touchdown 
Seahawks” calls. Over his 17 seasons, Gross 
called all but the five games he missed in 1992 
while battling cancer. His career included eight 
playoff games and in the 1983 season Gross 
came within one game of the Super Bow! when 
Seattle faced the Los Angeles Raiders in the 
AFC Championship Game. The Seahawks lost 
that game 30-14. Gross was diagnosed with 
cancer in 1989. He succumbed to the disease 
in 1992, just two days after his induction into 
the Ring. He was inducted into the Ring during 
a Monday night game versus the Denver 
Broncos, a game the 2-14 Seahawks won in 





overtime. Prior to moving to the Seahawks, he 
was the play-by-play voice of the University of 
Washington in both football and basketball. He 
came to Seattle after calling play-by-play for 
the University of the Pacific. Gross’ legacy 
remains; the Seahawks are actively involved 
with the Pete Gross House. The Pete Gross 
House, which opened in November of 1999, is 
a 69-unit apartment complex that provides 
housing for families undergoing treatment at 
the Fred Hutchinson Cancer Research Center. 
The Pete Gross House is also the location of 
the Hutch School, a fully accredited K through 
12 school for cancer patients and their siblings. 
The Seahawks took an active roll in seeing the 
project through to completion and participate 
in an annual fundraiser for the continued 
upkeep of the facility.

Jacob Green became the second Seahawks 
defensive player to be inducted into the Ring of 
Honor on September 3, 1995. Green was a fix- 
ture at the left defensive end position for 11 
years (1980-91).

named a starter from 1983-85, and again in 
1987.

Chuck Knox was the ninth member inducted to 
the Ring. He spent nine of his 22 illustrious 
seasons at the helm of the Seahawks from 
1983-91, during which time he led Seattle to 80 
wins en route to becoming the winningest 
coach in club history, since surpassed by Mike 
Holmgren. Compared to 63 losses, his winning 
percentage of .559 is second among Seattle 
coaches with at least eight games coached.

1984 seasons, where Seattle posted a 21-11 
record, advanced to the 1983 AFC 
Championship Game and in 1984 posted the 
best record in franchise history at the time with 
a 12-4 mark.

In 1996, Paul G. Allen obtained an option to purchase the Seattle Seahawks and 
launched a campaign to win public support for a new world-class football/soccer stadium 
and exhibition center. Six years later, the dream became reality as the Seahawks opened 
the 2002 preseason against the Indianapolis Colts in Seahawks Stadium, renamed Qwest 
Field on June 2, 2004. After seven seasons, the stadium was renamed CenturyLink Field on 
June 23, 2011. 

The CenturyLink Field stadium complex includes CenturyLink Field and the 325,000 sq. 
ft. CenturyLink Field Event Center. The versatile Event Center is often converted into an inti- 
mate music theater to host a wide array of musical acts from Paul Simon to Snoop Dogg. 

CenturyLink Field and CenturyLink Field Event Center host approximately 185 events 
that attract more than two million attendees annually. In 2011, the stadium served as host 
to U2 with more than 70,000 fans in attendance, the largest attended event since the stadi- 
um opened in 2002. 

In 2018, CenturyLink Field received SAFETY Act Designation and Certification, the high- 
est level of accreditation awarded by the U.S. Department of Homeland Security. Century- 
Link Field is the fifth NFL stadium and second MLS stadium to achieve this certification.

RECENT UPGRADES 


Since 2011, the Seahawks have committed more than $84 million in stadium upgrades 


In 2012, two Mitsubishi Electric Diamond Vision video displays were installed. The new video displays 
introduced fans to a new and enhanced viewing experience. 


In 2013, capital improvements to the stadium included an expanded and re-designed retail store with an 
increased footprint from 3,000 to 7,400 square feet and 30 new mobile points-of-sale in addition to a new 
Beer Hall featuring 14 different selections. FGI installed 47 new digital menu boards and HD TVs to provide 
flexibility in pricing and menu. 

In 2014, the Seahawks and Verizon made significant enhancements to the wireless network at 
CenturyLink Field to provide fans with free open access to Wi-Fi. Super Bowl XLVIII Roman Numerals were 
installed in the Northwest Plaza. 


In 2015, the Seahawks constructed the Toyota Fan Deck (pictured below), which adds 1,000 padded seats 
in two new seating sections in the south end upper level. 


In 2016, the Seahawks added a high definition LED board below the upper bowl, renovated the working 
press box and added four new Press Box suites. 


In 2017, the Seahawks enhanced the food and beverage experience by adding even more local cuisines 
at the Stadium Street Market, Night Market, and the Elysian Zone. 


CENTURYLINK FIELD SUSTAINABILITY 


CenturyLink Field continues to be a leader in environmentally friendly and sustainable 


sports and entertainment facilities around the world. In January 2018, CenturyLink Field 
received a “Waste Wise” award from the Environmental Protection Agency for its waste pre- 
vention and reduction activities. 


CenturyLink Field sustainability accomplishments: 


In 2017, 96.3% of all facility waste was recycled or composted with more than 1,800 
tons of material diverted from the landfill. Waste tracking began in 2006 when the facil- 
ity recorded a diversion rate of 4.66% 


Stadium diverts approximately 16.4 tons of food waste from landfills per home game. 
That material goes to Cedar Grove Composting to be produced into compost 


7,035 gallons of cooking oil recycled to biodiesel fuel in 2017 


3.2 tons of donated food to Pacific Northwest organizations including FareStart, Food 
Lifeline and Salvation Army each year 


In September 2017, the stadium transitioned to 100% paper-based, ocean degradable 
straws 


CenturyLink Field was the first NFL stadium to be Smart Catch certified. 93% of 
seafood served by FGH is certified as sustainably harvested 


CenturyLink Field’s local partners include more than 50 farmers, ranchers, fishing com- 
panies, bakers, and other food purveyors whose practices are ethical and sustainable 
— supporting economic development within our vibrant, local farming and culinary 
communities 


In 2011, FGI implemented an energy conservation project that included the installation 
of a vast rooftop solar array. At the time of installation, CenturyLink Field Event Center 
featured the largest array of solar panels in the state of Washington. On days with low 
energy usage within the complex, the solar panel system actually provides electricity 
to Seattle City Light’s power grid. The panels provide an annual carbon offset equiva- 
lent to the automobile emissions of 15 vehicles 
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FIRST & GOAL INC. 


In June of 1997, Washington State voters approved a funding package to build a new 
football/soccer stadium and exhibition center. With that, Paul G. Allen and Football 
Northwest created First & Goal Inc., to manage the stadium and event center on a daily 
basis. 


FIRST & GOAL HOSPITALITY 


On March 1, 2017, the Seattle Seahawks and First & Goal, Inc. introduced First & Goal 
Hospitality (FGH) as part of a continual effort to enhance the guest experience at 
CenturyLink Field, CenturyLink Field Event Center, and the WaMu Theater. FGH manages 
and operates all general concessions and premium dining at Seahawks games, Sounders 
FC matches, stadium concerts, as well as provide catering services for corporate events.

CENTURYLINK FIELD FUNDING 


The $430 million facility is owned by the public and was funded by a private-public 
partnership. Private contributions totaled at least $130 million, while the public contributed 
up to $300 million through a lottery and a variety of taxes generated by events in the sta- 
dium/exhibition center.

VIRGINIA MASON ATHLETIC CENTER 


The Seahawks moved into the 200,000 
square foot waterfront facility in August 
2008. Virginia Mason Athletic Center (VMAC) 
is the second-largest facility in the NFL. 

The property is bounded by Interstate 
405 to the east, Lake Washington to the 
west, residential property to the north and 
44th Street to the south. 

The privately funded practice facility is 
situated on 19 acres of industrial property. It 
houses a permanent indoor practice facility, 
and the team’s entire front office. In addition, 
there are three outdoor practice fields, 
50,000 square feet of training facility space, 
15,000 square feet of player meeting space 


and 48,000 square feet of administrative 
office space. VMAC allows fans to watch 
practice during training camp. 

Purchased by Vulcan Real Estate in 
2000, the land was formerly home to a coal 
tar refinery & creosote plant, since remediat- 
ed by Vulcan in concert with the City of 
Renton and the Washington State 
Department of Ecology. The project will 
improve the environmental climate of 
Renton and its wetlands by improving and 
redeveloping the site. Since the team’s inau- 
gural season in 1976, the Seahawks were 
housed at Carillon Point for 10.5 years from 
1976-86. 


VIRGINIA MASON ATHLETIC CENTER 


Virginia Mason Athletic Center 


The facility name is part of a broad Seattle Seahawks and Virginia Mason 
partnership to support the health and well-being of our community 

The site is bounded by Interstate 405 to the east, Lake Washington to the west, 
residential properties to the north and open land area to the south. Its southern 
boundary is located approximately 1/4 of mile north of 44th Street.

The Kingdome was originally located on 
35.9 acres. Due to construction of the new 
parking garage and event center the 
acreage is now 23.9 acres. 

The Kingdome had the largest concrete 
roof in the world - 7.85 acres. A new roof 
and ceiling was completed in 1994. The new 
ceiling had improved acoustics through the 
use of a spray on cellulose material. 

The building itself, contained 52,800 
cubic yards of concrete and 443 tons of 
structural steel. 

It was 250 feet high and 660 feet across 
to the inside walls making it wider than the 
Space Needle is tall. 

The Kingdome hosted football, soccer, 
baseball, basketball, tennis, volleyball, 
rodeos, motor sports, concerts, meetings 
and trade & consumer shows of all types. 

The Kingdome boasted the 43rd largest 
facility exhibition space in North America. 

More than 72 million people entered the 
Kingdome through a variety of entertainment 
over 23 years. 

Over 3,250 major events were held and 
many hundreds of smaller special events. 

The largest event attendance at the 
Kingdome was 74,000, set on May 14, 1976 
during a Billy Graham Crusade. 

Original cost, including property, was 
$67 million; another $47 million in capital 
improvements was added over the years. 
The remaining debt on both the original cost 
and capital improvements is $57 million.

The roof and ceiling renovation was $70 
million. 

The total debt on the Kingdome is $127 
million with the majority of it due to be 
retired in the year 2016. 

Annual payments of $6.3 million are 
received from a 2 percent hotel/motel room 
tax and a 1 percent rental car tax. This pays 
for the original construction, the roof and 
ceiling repair and millions of dollars in 
improvements. 

The stadium employed 70 full-time staff 
and up to 1,200 part-time event personnel. 

At one point, the Kingdome was home to 
four professional sports- baseball, football, 
basketball and soccer (Seattle Sounders). 

The Kingdome was imploded on March 
26, 2000. 
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HUSKY STADIUM 





The Seattle Seahawks played their entire 
2000 and 2001 home schedule at Husky 
Stadium. With the demolition of the King- 
dome and creation of the new football stadi- 
um, the Seahawks looked to the home of 
the Washington Huskies for the 2000 and 
2001 NFL seasons. 

Seating capacity at Husky Stadium for 
Seahawks games was 68,589, with nearly 
70 percent of those seats between the end- 
zones. 

The Seahawks played three regular sea- 





son and two preseason games at the stadi- 
um in 1994, when ceiling tiles fell from the 
Kingdome’s roof. 

Built in 1902 at a cost of $600,000, the 
stadium’s initial capacity was 30,000. The 
stadium officially opened on November 27, 
1920, when Dartmouth defeated the Uni- 
versity of Washington, 28-7. 

Capacity was increased to 40,000 in 
1936 and again to 55,000 in 1950. The sec- 
ond of these upgrades included roof-cov- 
ered seats in the south stands and cost $1.7 
million. The current press box was originally 
constructed as part of the 1950 expansion. 

An additional 4,000 seats were added in 
1968, to take capacity to 59,000. 

Husky Stadium became just the second 
stadium to don AstroTurf, when it replaced 
the original natural grass in 1968. The 
University of Washington supplied more 
than 200 pairs of shoes for opponents, due 
to the rarity of the surface. The turf was 
replaced in 1972, 1977, 1987, 1995, and 
new FieldTurf was laid down in 2000. 
Seating capacity increased one more time in 
1987, in a $13 million project. 


FORMER KIRKLAND HEADQUARTERS 


From June 18, 1986, through training 
camp of 2008, the Seattle Seahawks office 
and training headquarters was located 
adjacent to Northwest College in Kirkland, 
Washington. 

The two-story building went through 
major renovation that was completed in 
1999, to create a first-class facility. The 
lower-level housed meeting rooms, locker 
rooms for the players and coaches, training 
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and equipment rooms as well as an 
expanded strength and conditioning area. 

Upstairs houses the administrative offi- 
ces, coaches offices, and conference 
rooms. The Seahawks were able to practice 
on three regulation fields, two natural grass 
and one artificial turf. The original turf field 
was replaced by a new one in 1997. That 
field was then covered by an inflatable bub- 
ble as the weather worsened.
